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THE DANGERS AT UTICA 


HOW ARTHUR'S FRIENDS HOPE TO 
ACHIEVE SUCCESS. 

LESSONS OF THE PAST WHICH THE STATE'S 
TRUE REPRESENTATIVES MUST HEED— 
OUTLINES OF POSSIBLE ACTION. 

Utica, April 21.—Remembering, perhaps, 
Mr. Roscoe Conkling’s sneering quotation, de- 
livered four years ago, in the convention which 
met here to prepare for the Chicago Convention 
of 1880, about the murmuring of theshallowsand 
the dumbness of the deeps, the Arthur men 
of Utica are reticent about the programme 
which is to be pursued by the friends of the 
Administration in the convention to be held 
hereon Wednesday. Those persons who were 
s0 fortunate as to be in that interesting gather- 
ing of Republicans must remember that Mr. 
Conkling, annoyed and irritated beyond control, 
fook a fling at the audience, which was for 
‘3laine and was disposed to applaud the fight 
nade by the Blaine men, under the lead of the 
ate Senator Forster, now of the Democratic 
Party, which he then abused in most vigorous 
erms. 

Oneida was torn then, as it has been since, by 
factions bitterly opposed to each other. One of 
the factions was for Grant, and it sneezed when 
Conkling snuffed. The other was for Blaine, and 
it rejoiced when the proposition was made by 
Gen. Curtis, of St. Lawrence, intended to 
insure the selection of independent district 
delegates. Gen. Chester A. Arthur, then a dele- 
gate to the convention, came to the front with 
an opposing resolution proposing to give to the 
convention the power to revise the selections 
made by the districts, and he made a brief 
specch defending the proposition and deprecating 
the notion that the convention should not have 
the power to say whether a district had selected 
itself or not. His resolution prevailed, and Gen. 
Woodford, acting under that expression 
of approval of a scheme to overrule 
the choice of delegates by districts, en- 
deavored to have Mr. Schroeder’ and 
Mr. Daggett, named by their districts, set aside 
for two men to be named by the convention. 
The attempt to enforce the unit rule appeared 
to have prevailed, to the indignation and disap- 
pointment of the Blaine men. In the Chicago 
Convention the unit rule was declared to be un- 
republican and was set aside. 

But the old Conkling and Blaine division has 
not been healed in this section. While Conkling 
is not an issue now and while his old friends are 
but half-hearted for Arthur or openly against 
him, they are not for Blaine. Arthur is 
only to them aconvenient man with whom to 
make a fight against “the plumed knight.” 
These old stalwarts, always seen at the front in 
the fights of years gone by, are dazel. The 
changed condition of politics appears to 
have paralyzed them. It may be that 
their apparent indifference to the outcome 
of the convention is assumed, and that, while 
the anti-Arthur men are talking confidently of 
the majority they will haye inthe convention, 
their opponents are awaiting their opportunity 
to spring upon the convention some sur- 
prise like that which made possible, in 
1882, the nomination Folger, and which 
also made offensive the names of Stephen Proxy 
French and B. Platt Carpenter. There are not 
enough of the delegates here to be able to gain 
from them an opinion worth quoting as to what 
programme the State Convention will adopt. 

Since the canvass of ‘the State has been 
made and published the Arthur people here 
have been less hopeful than they were. The 
Blaine men are correspondingly sanguine. 
But the result of the discovery of Arthur’s 
weakness is to intensify the bitter hostility 
to Blaine among his opponents. The Biaine 
men know this, but they are so confident that 
they can win that they will not believe the 
threats made against Blaine in the event 
ot his nomination. The fear felt by 
Biaine himself, and expressed by all 
of his intimate triends, that he would 
be slaughtered in this State by the stalwarts if 
nominated at Chicago. has made some impression. 
That this is true is discovered when tue whole 
situation is gone over and the probable action of 
the Democrats is taken into consideration. That 
a great ceal of sagacity is needed to- guide 
the convention is plainly aeemens. The anti- 
Administration men know this and will not al- 
low it to be forgotten. Instances are referred to 
to sLow that they have recently, in some parts of 
the State, developed a facility of temporizing 
with their opponents, which would prove fatal 
if it were allowed to control the convention. 

Gen. Arthur’s most sanguine admirers assert 
that they will have more than 200 of the dele- 
gates and that they will be able, if they can keep 
the Edmunds men in line for the Vermant 
Senator long enough to show that Blaine 
is to be forced upon the convention, to 
capture most of them for Arthur. Some of the 
Edmunds men are suspected of a desire to 
see this result. They admit that it would 
be disastrous to the anti-Administration 
cause, and some of them concede the dan- 
ger which will attend the preliminary move 
and are anxious to reach an understanding by 
which, having laid all personal preferences aside 
for the time, they can unite upon a plan for or- 
en the cunvention co that it shall be in the 
mands of all the opponents of Arthur’s nomina- 
tion. The State Committee will meet to-morrow 
evening. The Arthur men have a majoriiy of 
that body, and they muy think it advisa- 
be to go through the idie form of se- 
lecting a congenial and friendiy person to be 
recommended astemporary Chairman of the con- 
vention. There is no speculation about the man 
to be picked by them. Among the anti-Arthur 
men the name of ex-Senator Pitts is received 
wiih much favor. Other names are heard, 
among them being those of ex-Nenator Hamilton 
Harris and Assemb!yman Husted. if the Ar- 
thur men intend to test their strength 
at the opening of the convention, they will be 
able to do it if the State Committee will offer a 
Chairman of its choice and cal! fora vote. If 
they cannot win then, they will ‘have lost all 
hope of carrying the convention in its later pro- 
ceedings. 

Whileit is generally expected that a resolution 
will be offered, to be made a part of the plat- 
form, commending President Arthur, a zealous 
advocate of Biaine said to-dav that should such 
a proposition be made it would undoubtedly be 
olisct by a proposition to name Blaine 
with favor as a candidate for President. Inju- 
Gicious advocates of Blaine’s nomination, who 
are sanguine of his availability, may be prevent- 
ed from carrying out this menace after 
the anti-Administration have conferred. 
To prociaim such a programme before 
the convention is organize’ would alarm 
and perhaps alienate toe Edmunds men, who 
are opposed to Biaine, and it would delight the 
Arthur people. Even the most sanguine Blaine 
men are d.sposed to admit that the division of 
the Convention, indicating a wide breach in the 

arty and a deep-seated personal opposition to 
laine and Arthur, must force an expression in 
favor of a candidate acceptable to both factions, 
or atleast send the majority to Chicago ready 
to suggest such a candidate. At Albany Blaine 
and Edmunds men, who have talked over the sit- 
uation calmly, have admitted, within a day or 
two, that Blaine’s popularity would not be great 
euough to overcome the inevitable distrust of 
the independent voters, and that, witn Gov. 
Cleveland as an opponent, he would be beaten by 
a tremendous Democratic majority. Just howa 
a combination can be effected on any other can- 
didate they do not suggest. : 

The Edmunds men like Blaine ag little as the 
Biaine men like Edmunds. Among Blainc's 
friends Gen. Hawley’s name 1s occasionally sug- 
gested, but this suggestion comes from versons 
who have pot heard Mr. Hawley talk with 
warm admiration of the President and 
make extended arguments to show why he 
should be nominated. It is somewhat significant, 
as indicating a drift of opinion, that two Repub- 
licans here, both intelligent politicians, one 
for Arthur and the other for Blaine, after 
discussing the chances at tengeth to-day 
each reached the conclusion that it would be im- 
possibie to unite the party on Blaine or Arthur; 
that there were doubts about the possibility of 
accomplishing the same result with Edmunds, 
and that the candidate which the party would be 
led to unite upon would be Robert T. Lincoin. 

Curiously enough, some of the warm friends 
of Senator Warner Miller are opposed to the 
selection of Assemblyman Roosevelt as a dele- 
gate at large. Perhaps this is accounted for by 
the fact that they are enthusiastic Blaine mcn 
while Mr. Roosevelt has never been accused of 
entertaining sympathies in that direction. 
Neither is he an Arthur man, althou h no great 
stress is laid upon the fact by Arthur 
men generally. Two months ago, in the 
interviews with members of the Legislature, Mr. 
Rooseveit expressed himself strongly in favor of 
Edmunds, though he admitted that any other 
clean candidate would be equally acceptable to 
him. As he is distinctly a representative of 
the independent portion of the Republican party, 
which politicians are beginning to recognize, 
his selection as delegate at large would be a 
well merited concession to its importance. It is 
not to be supposed for a moment that Mr. Mil- 
ter’s ardent Biaine. friends in any way retiect his 
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opinions when they decline to consider Mr. 
mega among those who ought to be sent to 
cago. 

Mr. Miller’s views upon the independents 
were pretty clearly defined at the Richfield 
Springs Convention, when he broached the 
subject of broadening and _liberalizing 
the party. Among other things he said: 
ag |; am told that the people will not at- 
tend the primaries my answer is that if our 
institutions are not to fail we must have such 
& system, such a plan of organization, as 
will. induce the people to come into 
the primaries, and take their just share in the 
management and organization of the party. 
Let that be done, and I believe that the 
thousands on thousands of independent vot- 
ers in this State, who lean naturally to 
our party, but who now either vote for 
our opponents or stay at home, can be drawn into 
the fold of the Republican Party. I do not look 
for the millenium in politics, but I believe that 
the time has come when the Kepublican Party 
ot New-York should liberalize its organization 
in fuch a manner as to attract to it all the Inde- 
pendent voters of whom I have spoken. We 
lave outgrown to a great extent our political 
organization.” 

Mr. Miller has experienced no change of heart 
since these utterances. He can,if he chooses, 
strengthen that independent feeling which he so 
much admires. Upou him will largely depend 
the work of mapping out the convention's 
course. If he will suy the word, a hundred of his 
friends will cast their votes for Mr. Roosevelt. 

There appears’ to be no doubt that the 
convention will select a new State Commit- 
tee, nominate at least one candidate for 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, ijeave 
the other nomination in abeyance, and 
dispense with the necessity for calling a second 
convention. The suggestion that has been made, 
end which meets with the approval of 
the Utica Herald, that Judges Andrews 
and Rapallo should be named. does 
not mect with unanimous approval. The wis- 
dom of naming a Democrat on a Repub- 
lican ticket strikes some Republicans as 
likely to indicate a smail degree of con- 
fidence in the ability of the Republican 
to carry the State, the personal regard cf many 
lawyers for Mr. Rapallo may have its effect in the 
convention, but it is probable that it will go no 
further than to lead the convention to name 
Andrews for one place, allow the Democratic 
convention to take the bint and name Andrews 
with Rapallo, and then leave it for the 
State Committee to add Rapallo’s uame 
to the incomplete ticket. Republicans like 
Senator Thomas are of the opinivn that the con- 
vention ought to be able to find two Republican 
candidates who would make good Judges, and 
allow the Democrats to make up their ticket 
without attempting to meddie with their nomi- 
nations. 

inthe closing hours of the Richfield Spring 
Convention last September Congressman Charles 
R. Skinner offered the following resolution, 
which was unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, lt isthe judgment of this convention that 
the State Convention of our pany should be 
enlarged «and liberalized to the end that the 
peop'e may be more directly represented 
in its deliberations, and that delecates 
thereto be chosen by a direct voteof the people of the 
towns und wards of the State, and thut primary elec- 
tions for the choice of delegates shouid be held simult- 
aneously throughout the Sia‘e, therefore 
Re-olved, Thatthe State Committee be instructed to 
considsr the question of the reorganization of the party 
upon a broader pasis. 2nd to mature a plan, so far a3 
pos+ible in contormity with the above preambe, to be 
submitted to the nex! State Convention. 

Capt. Cole, Col. Dickey. and Collector Swart 
were ask: d to what extent the members of their 
State Committee had obeyed these instructions. 
They all appeared somewhat dazed at the in- 
auiry. Capt. Cole declared that he _ was 
for the party ail the time, but he nad not 
passed any sleepiess nights in pondering 
over the plan to liberalize the grand old 
organization. The Collector thought that 
the committee must have overlooked the 
subject entirely, for he had heard nothing about 
it since September. The committee may find 
time to consider it, unless its members become 
too seriously engrossed in studying the Presiden- 
tial problem.

THE DELEGATES ARRIVING. 
HOW THE FUTURE LOOKS AS THEY TALK 
OVER THE PROSPECTS. 

Utica, April 21.—The delegates are slowly 
straggling in. State Prison Superintendent 
Baker, though not a delegute from Washing- 
ton County, journeyed hither in the in- 
terest of peace and harmony. The four 
delegates from the upper district of his 
county, he said, were not for Arthur. The four 
from the lower end were not for Arthur either, 
but for Cougressman Burleigh. He would not 
vouch for the Congressman’s Washington 
choice. Washington would, however, urge 
him for delegate at large. Collector Swart 
came down from the county to-night and said 
that he was satisfied that the Congressman 
was all right. Uncle Jerry Drew and 
Col. Dickey arrived from the Orange 
district. Uncie Jerry reported that if 
there was any Arthur sentiment in the county, 
the voters had singularly neglected to make the 


fact wenerally known, for thev bad elected seven 
anti-Arthur delegates out of the county’s nine. 
Capt. Cole and Col. Archie Baxter reported that 
the Arthur sentiment had not penetrated the 
southern tier. The boys bad heard of Biaine, 
however, and were * whooping it up” tor him. 

Secretary Johnson, of tne State Committee, 
walked over the hills from Richfield Springs. 
He thought that the Otsego Republicans had 
been dazed somewhat by the recent exploits of 
ex-Congressman Wilbor, and had not yet 
tuily decided upon their Presidential candidate. 
Ex-Cana!l Appraiser William L. Bostwick 
brought the tidings that some of the Ithaca 
Republicans would be gratijed if Andrew 
D. White was elected a delegate at large. 
Senator Warner Miller is camped upon the hiils 
of Herkimer, 14 miles distant, waiting for sun- 
rise before he movesin to occupy thecity. As he 
views the situation, it appears to him to be quite 
Blainey. 

The early morning trains will bring many 
members of the State Committee. They will 
meet at Baggs’s Hotel to-morrow night to make 
the preliminary arrangements for Wednesday's 
convention, The Albany delegation, as usual, 
is divided. The forces of John F. Smyth will 
tent at Baggs. The Draper men, instead of being 
confined in coal-holes, as in the Assembly Speak- 
ership fight, will be conveyed tothe Butterfield 
House and locked up in two elegant rooms pre- 
pared especially for them by Mr. T. k. Proctor. 
‘There are 10 of these untortunates. The Smytu 
men will be allowed to roam at large until the 
convention meets. 

In addition to the number of names of distin- 
guished Republicans already published in Tae 
JSIMES as having engaged rooms at the 
two hotels, ars the following: who will 
be quartered at Baggs’s Hotel: Collector 
Robertson, Assemblyman Theodore Roosevelt, 
ex-Lieut.-Gov. George A. Hoskins. Benjémin F. 
Flagler, Senator Henry R. Low, J. W. Harper, Jr., 
Bernard Biglin, ex-Assemblyman Robert Arm- 
strong, Aseemblyman N. P. Otis, Carrol! E. Smith, 
Solon B. Smith, George West, and Piiny ‘I’. 
Sexton, the Richfield Springs candidate for 
State Treasurer list Fall. At the But- 
terfield House will be found, in due _ sea- 
son, Congressman Sereno E. Payne, 
John W. Jacobus, Henry E. Tremaine, Senator 
Gibbs, Harry Beard, and Senator Daggett, who 
will have the distinguished honor of aiding Mr. 
Michael Dady in marshaling the President’s 
Brooklyn contingent, and. RK. M. Lusk, not un- 
known in New-York. Howard Carroll will be 
stationed at Baggs’s. 

Four years ago the hotel people were com- 
pelled to accommodate about 600 guests, Ar- 
rangements have been made by Mr. Proctor for 
an equal number this year, half of which will be 
quartered at Baggs’s and the other half at the 

utterfield. At least this number may be ex- 
pected to attend this convention. 

‘hose two friends of Mr. Arthur, Mr. De Witt 
Clinton Wheelerand Mr. James UD. Warren, Chair- 
man of the State Committee, arrived on the 
midnight train from New-York. Mr. Wheel- 
er was asked if he had concluded that 
the convention was to be in the hands of the 
President's adversaries. His Jac nic reply was 
“Not much.” His manner, however, was not 
that of the proud man who lands his first St. Law- 
rence muscalonge. He vetired early, in company 
with Mr. Warren. Peace and harmony, but not 
the utmost happiness, prevail in the little group 
of Arthur men of which these two celebrated 
gentiemen were the centre. They calculate to 
spend the greater portion of the nicht in medita- 
tion. Nothing stronger will be tolerated.

A CIRCUS ROOF FALLS. 


MANY OF THE SPECTATORS CRUSHED TO 
DEATH—A TERRIBLE PANIC. 

Vienna, April 21.—While the perform- 
ance was going on at the Sidolia Circus, in 
Bucharest, this evening, the roof of the structure 
fell in upon the spectators, The lights were ex- 
tinguished by the crash and a terrible panic 
ensued, which was increased by an outbreak of 
fire. Five dead bodies and 100 wounded persons 
have been carried from the spot. A large num- 
ber of persons are missing. 


A NEW TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 


THE IMPROVED PLAN WHICH HAS BEEN 
EXHIBITED IN BOSTON, 

Boston, April 21.—A new telegraph sys- 
tem by which the present code is simplified has 
been exhibited here. Chemically prepared pa- 
per, moved by clock-work, receives the record 
of signals sent over the lines, which are repre- 
sented by dotsand dashes as in the Morse code. 
On the moving strip of paper rests the points 
of six fine iron wires or styluses, and the 
chief feature of the new system consists in 
enabling the operator at the transmitting station 
to make a signal through whichever one of the 


six styluses‘he may choose, although only one 
line wire is used, and in this way to make the 
position of the mark which is recorded in the 
chemical ~ - play a part in determining its 
meaning. The new system is the appli- 
cation to telecraphy of the system 
of notation employed in wmuzric, Just 
as the pitchof a half-note is determined by the 
bar in which it occurs, so a telegraphic character 
is by this method given six different meanings, 
according to the stylus through which it is sent 
and the position in which it is recorded. The 
bars of the staff are ruled by copper styluses, 
which make a red line on the receiving strip as it 
is moved forward, a constant current from 
a local battery being passed through them 
for this purpose. When a message is to be sent 
by hand six keys are used at the transmitting 
station, each corresponding to one of the styluses 
at the receiving station, or one key pivoted to 
swing easily over six contact points may be 
employed. As each signal has six ditterent 
meanings, according to the bar on which it 
occurs, only one-sixth as many are required 
as in the Morse system, and for these the short- 
est an: simplest are selected. Thus, a dot is used 
for the six letters which occur most frequently. 
In this way the actual time occupied in en 
the signals required to send a message.is reduce 
fully one-half from that required by the Morse 
system, so that the speed of transmission is 
doubled. 

Among the advantages claimed by the new 
system are the readiness with which it is learned, 
the case with which a message can be translated 
after it is received, and the impossibility of steal- 
ing it from the wires during transmission by the 
use of asounder. The process of sending mes- 
sages has been still further simplified by a ma- 
chine just completed, in which each letter is 
given a separate key, by the depression of which 
the prorer signal is sent over the wire automat- 
ically, thus requiring no more skill to send a 
message than to operate a type-writer.

ASKING $35,000 FOR THE STEAM-BOAT SUNK 
BY THE YOSEMITE. 

Krxeston, N. Y., April 21.—The Ulster 
April Circuit convened in this city this after- 
noon, the Hon. Charles R. Ingalls, of Troy, pre- 
siding. The calendar contains over 150 cases, 
many of which are very important, and, besides 
two slander cases and one seduction case, has 21 
lien suits brought against the North River Con- 
struction Company, against the West Shore 
round-house in this city, and the suit entitled 
Emory J. Chase and others, as Executors, &c., 
against William Belden. 

This suit is one of the heaviest tried in this coun- 
ty formany years, and is brought by the Execu- 
tors of the late Capt. William Donohue, of Cats- 
kill, to recover $35,000 damages for the loss of the 
steamer Charlotte Vanderbilt, of the New-York 
and Athens Steamboat Company, which was sunk 


by the steam yacht Yosemite, owned by Mr. 
Belden. The coilision occurred near the Esopus 
Light-house, a few_miles south of this city, on 
the evening of Friday, July 14, 1882. ‘The 
Yosemite was bound up the Hudson, havin 
on board Mr. Belden, his wife, children, an 
an invited guest, who were on their way 
to the Catskill Mountains. The Yosemite 
struck the steamer at the forward gangway, 
cutting the bow off and causing the Vanderbiit 
to sink in 20 minutes. The persons on the steam- 
boat had a narrow escape. Both pilots attached 
the blame to each other. The cace is the second 
one on the calendar, and will come on for trial 
to-morrow morning. Mr. Belden is in town, and 
Was 1n attendance at court to-day. Much expert 
testimony by pilots and Captains, of iuterest to 
river boatmen, wiil be adduced during the trial, 
which will last several days. The counsel for 
plaintiff are Hallock, ng, & Chase,, of 
Catskill; for the defendant, Benedick, Taft & 
benedict, of New-York. They have prominent 
local lawyers as assistants. 


LOCOMOTIVE BUILDING TRADE. 


THE BALDWIN WORKS REDUCING THE NUM- 
BER OF THEIR WORKMEN. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Two hundred 
employes of the Baldwin Locomotive-works 
have been discharged owing to lack of orders, 
and the remaining men are to work on two- 
thirds time during the next 30 days. The num- 
ber of employes will be reduced one-half. ‘* The 
cause of the present trouble,” said the Superin- 


tendent of the works to-day, “‘is a remarkable 
depression in the locomotive building trades. 
We have not received a large order here 
for several months. The works have been 
running 3,000 men, but that force has 
been reduced to 2,800, and by the time 
we have finished 388 engines tor Brazil 
and the Argentine Republic, which will be with- 
in a month, the force will be cut downto 2,000 
men. The capacity of the works is 12 locomo- 
tivesa week. With the reduced force we will be 
able to turn out six weekly. The orders we had 
torthe Mexican National and Mexican Central 
Roads have been completed. How long the de- 
pression will last is, of course, beyond conject- 
ure. but from the present condition of the mar- 
ket it is evident the works will be compelled to 
run short for at least six months. About six 
hundred men will be discharged before the end 
of May.”

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THE BANKRUPTCY BILL

IT IS AMENDED AND PASSED BY 
THE SENATE. 

FOURTEEN DEMOCRATS AND ONE REPUBLI- 
CAN VOTE AGAINST IT—MANY AMEND- 
MENTS ADOPTED. 7 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Fourteen Demo- 
crats and one Republican voted in the Senate to- 
day not to pass the bill estabiishing a uniform 
system of bankruptcy. Thirty-two Senators of 
both parties voted in favor of the measure, and 
it accordingly passed by a majority of 17. Near- 
ly the whole afternoon wag spent in debates upon 
amendments before the final vote was taken. 

Mr. George made an earnest attempt to have 

publishers of newspapers included in the list 

of persons defined as not being “traders” 
within the meaning of that term as used in the 
bill. He provoked some discussion about the 
struzgles of city and country newspapers to pay 
their type-setters, but failed to get his amend- 
ment adopted. Then he tried to take out from 
the list of traders any publisher whose capital, 
exclusive of good-will, does not exceed $5,000. 
After a number of Senators had tried in vain 
to learn how the good-will of a news- 
paper was to be appraised the amendment- 
was rejected, and Mr. George did not bring the 
subject up again. A Jong debate was had over 
the subject of salaries of the Supervisors and 

Commissioners in Bankruptcy provided for by 

the bill. ‘the measure allowed Supervisors $3,000 

a year und Commissioners $2,000. Provision was 

also made for payment of their necessary office 

rent, clerk hire, and office and traveling éx- 
penses, while the court appointing a Commis- 
sioner was permitted to decree hima further al- 


lowance in any case, not exceeding $10 for 
each suit instituted before him  dur- 
ing the year. Mr. Van Wyck _ objected 
strongly to these provisions, holding that 
it opened the door to all sorts of scandals and 
abuses, and urged that the officers be paid sala- 
ries large enough to enable them to pay their 
own expenses. Mr. Ingalls and Mr. Sherman 
had a good deal to say on the subject, and an 
amendment was finally adopted providing that 
the expense accounts should be supervised by 
the Tr asury Department before they were paid. 
The amendments regarding dealing in “ fu- 
tures,” proposed by Messrs. Morgan and George, 
were then taken up and discussed at ijength. 
Very few Senators thought them of any prac- 
tical use to the bill, and after changing and 
modifying them until they were rendered entire- 
ly harmless the Senate voted them down by a 
atge majority. 

While a large number of amendments have 
been made to the bill as it came from the Ju- 
diciary Committee, each change bas been for the 
purpose of making the measure more capable of 
accomplishing its object, and no amendment has 
been adopted that in any way changes its 
character or weakens its effectiveness. The 
one Republican Senator who voted against 
the passage of the measure was Mr. Plumb, of 
Kansas. His colleague, Mr. Ingalls, to the sur- 

rise of many persons, voted in the affirmative. 

Je fought the same bill from beginning to end 
when it was adopted by the Senate at the last 
session, and gave no explanation of his change of 
heart to-day. The Democrats who joined Mr. 
Piumb in opposing the bill were Messrs. Brown, 
Call, Cockrell, Coke, Coiquitt, Farley, Georze, 
Harris, Morgan, Pugh, Vance, Voorhees, Walker, 
and Williams. 

What the fate of the Bankruptcy bill will be 
in the House of Representatives is probleinati- 
cal. It was the intention of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee to ask the House to-day to fix some day 
next month on which to consider the measure, 
but other business took up so much time that 
the committee was not reached under the regu- 
lar call and the motion was not made. Commit- 
tees are called for such motions only on the 
third Monday of each month, so tnat the pro- 
posal to take up the snens aptcy bill will bardly 
be made before May 19. The opponents of the 
bill will probably defeat any attempt to consider 
the bill before that t.me. 

The bill as passed by the Senate constitutes the 


_Several District Courts of the United States and 


of the Territories and the Supreme Court of the 
District uf Columbia courts of bankruptey,with 
jurisdiction of ail questions of claims, assets, ex- 
emptions, composition, and discharge. For the 
purposes of bankruptcy, the courts shall be 
always open, as well in vacation as in term time, 
and when the District Judge, from any cause, 
is unable to act, the Circuit Judge may do so. 
On the application of any person interested, 
the District Judge may certify any question of 
law involved to the United States Circuit Court, 
which is given general superintendence ana juris- 
diction of all bankruptcy proceedings, and the 
decision of the Circuit Court shall not be re- 
viewed by the Supreme Court of the United 
States, except upon a certificate of disagreement 
between the two Circuit Justices. The Circuit 
Court shail appoint within each Judicial Dis- 
trict such number of Commissioners in Bank- 
ruptcy as may be necessary, not exceeding in 
any State the number of members of Conzvress 
to which the State is entitled, each Commissioner 
to give bonds in the sum of $5,000 for the faithful 
performance of his duties. He is given all the 
powers of the Master in Chancery, and may rep- 
resent and act for the Judge in holding meetings 
and conducting business specially committed to 
him. The Circuit Court shall also appoint a Su- 
pervisor in Bankruptcy for each judicial circuit, 
who shall personally examine into the adminis- 
tration of all bankruptcy proceedings in 
his circuit, call the attention of Commis- 
sioners, clerks, and ‘i'rustees to matters 
which would facilitate speedy and economical 
settliements,and move the court for action against 
delinquent trustees. He shall visit and inspect 
the office and business of every Commissioner 
and clerk in his circuit as often as once every six 
months, and make report to the Circuit Court. 
The Supervisor's compensation is fixed at $3,000 
a year. The Commissioner's compensation is tixed 
at $2,000. The court may. however, decree him a 
turther allowance, not to exceed $10 for each 
case instituted before him during the 
year, but not more than $!,000 in any one 
year. The Supervisor and Commissioner 
may be allowed a_ reasonable sum _ (for 
disbursements, the items to be verified 
by oath. Every person petitioning for bank- 
ruptcy, whether debtor or creditor, shall pay to 
the clerk of the court 350,and every Trustee 
shall pay 1 per cent. of the gross amount realized 
from the assets, and every debtor making a 
composition shall pay one-half of 1 per cent.on 
the amount of such composition. These fees are 
all to be paid by the clerk into the Treasury of 
the United States. Any person owing debts ex- 
ceeding $300 and unabie to pay may by peceios 
apply to beadjudicated a bankrupt, and the filing 
of such petition shall be deemed an act of bank- 
ruptey. Any person owing debts exceeding $1,000 
who leaves bis State to avoid his creditors or 
conceals himself to avoid arrest or the service of 
legal process, or makes a fraudulent transfer of 
his property, or suspends payment of his com- 
mercial paper or open accounts for 30 days after 
the same are due and payable, or who makes a 
fraudulent preference, shall be deemed to have 
committed an act of bankruptcy and may be ad- 
judged a bankrupt on petition of three or 
more of his creditors whose bills would 
amount in all to The bill ex- 
cepts and exempts in favor of the 
bankrupt the necessary and proper wearing ap- 
parel of himself and family and such other prop- 
erty as may be exempted from attachment by 
the laws of the United States or of the State in 
which the bankruptcy proceedings are instituted, 
and the courts may, from the assets, allow the 
bankrupt asum not to exceed $500 for his sup- 
port pending the proceedings, if his circum- 
stances require it, reasonable wages for any serv- 
ices rendered his estate at the request of his 
Trustee, and the usual fees when attending as a 
witness.

ASKING CONGRESS TO LEND MONEY. 

The managers of the New-Orleans Expo- 
sition have found their undertaking so much 
larger than they anticipated that they feel una- 
ble to do it justice without the aid of the Govy- 
ernment. Bills were introduced into the Senate 
and House of Representatives to-day author- 
izing the Government to lend $1,000,000 to 


the Exposition upon the same terms as 
were made when aid was given to the 
Centennial Exhibition, the money to be repaid 
before any other claim avainst the managers. 
Director-Genera! Burke, who is now in Washing- 
ton,said to-day that the demands for space at 
the big show have been so large that, although 
the opening is eight months distant, 1t is already 
certain that the Exposition buildings must be in- 
creased in size and number, and this the people 
of New-Orleans could not do with the $700,000 
they have raised for expenses. More than 300,0.0 
feet of space have been applied for by 24 States 
for State exhibits alone. If Congress authorizes 
a Government loan to the Exposition, it is pro- 
posed to put up a separate building, in which to 
group all the State exhibits with that made by 
the Government.

NO JUNKETING FOR MR. BEACH. 
Representative Beach, of New-York, had 
a little scheme mapped out fora Summer jaunt 
with his Committee on Public Health to the 
principal sea-port cities of the United States 
during the recess of Congress. The trip was to 
cost $2,000, more or less, and the excuse was to be 


an investigation as to whether aduiterated drugs 
or food are either imported into the United 
States or sent abroad. Mr. Beach did not say, 
when he brought the matter before the House 
of Kepresentatives to-day, that he or any 
member of his committee was an expert in the 
detection of aduiterations in cheese, butter,

wines, drugs, orany other article of commerce, 
but he made a plausible argument in favor of 

thering information upon which to base legis- 
ation by Congress to prevent the imposition of 
spurious articles upon American consumers. It 
ought also to be done, he declared, to enable the 
Government to stop the exportation of adulter- 
ated articles of food, by which our products were 
brought into disrepute in foreign markets. The 
House could not see why it would not be better 
to authorize the Secretary of the Treasury to 
obtain the desired information through the ma- 
chinery of that department, and Mr. Beach’s prop- 
osition was rejected.

A BUREAU OF NAVIGATION. 

By a vote of 175 to 44the House passed 
to-day the bill introduced by Mr. Dingley, of 
Maine, and recommended by the Secretary of the 
Treasury to create a Bureau of Navigation in 
the Treasury Department. The object is to lay 
the foundation of a bureau or board akin to the 
British Board of Trade, which shall be charged 
with the special duty of looking after the inter- 
ests of the American commercial marine. The 
bill provides for a Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion, to be appointed by the President, at a 
salary of $4,000 a year, and for a Deputy Com- 
missioner and clerks, to be transferred from 


bureaus and divisions of the Treasury Denpart- 
ment. It is proposed that the Commissioner 
shall discharge the duties now imposed upon the 
Registrar of the Treasury with reference to the 
registration and enrollment of vessels; those that 
are now performed by the Bureau of Statistics 
with respect to the recording and publishing of 
lists of vessels, and those performed by the ton- 
nage division, in relation to the tonnage tax, the 
admeasurement of vessels, and the administra- 
tion of the lawsin reference to merchant sea- 
men. The ,Commissioner is given power to 
change the names of vessels, and is re- 
quired to investigate the condition and wants 
of our merchant marine and to report to Con- 
gress, through the Secretary of the Treasury, 
suggestions tor the modification of the shipping 
laws, to advance the interests of the merchant 
service. There has been sucha divided super- 
vision of the matters pertaining to the merchant 
marine, Mr. Dingley says, that no official has felt 
himselt specially charged with the responsibility 
for the management of these interests. He 
thinks there is no doubt the bill will pass the 
Senate and thus, for the first time, a bureau will 
be formed to look after the interests of Ameri- 
can shipping. The general shipping bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Dingley, which has been favora- 
bly reported by the Shipping Committee, will be 
considered by the House next Saturday as a 
special order. 
— 
THE TENURE OF OFFICE LIMIT. 

The House of Representatives did not 
give the Committee on Civil Service Reform 
much encouragement by the vote cast to-day 
upon the bill to remove the four-year limit upon 
the terms of office of District Attorneys, Survey- 
or-Generals, Chief and Associate Justices of 
Territories, Registers and Receivers, Postmasters, 
Collectors of Customs, and Naval Officers and 
Surveyors of Customs. Mr. Bayne, of Pennsyl- 


vania, made a breezy speech at the close of 
the debate, in which he declared that the 
bill had been amended, for the benefit of 
the Democrats, so that it should not 
apply to present incumbents, and that every man 
who voted against it would record himself as in 
favor of a continuation of the spoils system. 
Mr. Boutelle, of Maine; Mr. McMillin, of Ten- 
nessee, and Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, jumped up 
and talked and_ gesticulated violently, ap- 
parentiv repudiating the test Mr. Bayne 
prescribed, but their words were inaudible 
amid the noise and general confusion. One 
hundred and fourteen Democrats and 27 Repub- 
licans recorded themselves against the pass- 
age of the bill. Messrs. Randall, Morrison, 
and allof the leading Democrats voted in the 
negative, and Messrs. Boutelle, Bowen, Caunon, 
Culbertson, Ellwood, Burr. Bisbee, George, Fun- 
ston, Hanback, re Peters, Ray, of New- 
Hampshire; Rowell, Steele, J. D. White, J.S. Wise, 
Laird, Lawrence. Morrell, Nelson, Perkins, Price, 
Ryan. Smith, Strait, and York were the. Repub- 
licans who voted no. Instead of receiving the 
necessary two-thirds vote the bill received 47 less 
than a majority.

NO LIMIT TO TARIFF TALK, 

The debate on Mr. Morrison’s tariff re- 
duction bill, will be resumed in the House of 
Representatives to-morrow, to last nobody 
knows how long. Ata meeting of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means this morning the mem- 
bers tried to decide when to shut off the flow of 
useless eloquence; but they failed to reach an 
agreement. In view of the fact that more than 
100 Congressmen have signified their intention 


of addressing the House on the tariff question, 
if they can get an opportunity, it was agreed 
that’ a limit 60FHt tobe put upon the de- 
‘bate, but whether it shoul be one, 
two, or three weeks or more the com- 
mitteemen were unable to decide. There 
was some taik of asking for evening sessions, to 
be devoted exclusively to the tariff, but as the 
House has decided to meet hereafter at 11 o’clock 
there will be considerable opposition to such ses- 
sions.

THE PLAN WHICH THEY LAID TO GET MONEY 
FROM WOMEN. 

Rocuester, N. Y., April 21.—The people 
of this city are exercised over a decided sensa- 
tion. The trouble arose in the cam; of a band of 
Epiritualists, which boasts of a boy medium— 
Harry G. Van Auken. Since nightly séances in 
Comedy Hall were abandoned some weeks ago 
the boy has been giving séances three times a 
week at No. 36 Sophia-street for the benefit of 
the little company of believers around him and 
any who might happen in. The Van Auken 
company consists of Dr. C. E. Tilden, Mrs. M. A. 
Van Auken, * magnetic healers; Frederick H. 
Van Auken, cabinet manager and lecturer; Harry 
G. Van Auken, medium; Dr. Tilden’s wife, and 
Mrs. Van Auken’s three small children. They 
are called collectively * the Van Auken Spiritual 
Company.” Dr. Bristol, who died in Dansville 
some years ago, is the spirit-managing medium, 
and leads 209 spirits, including many Indians and 
prominent men now deceased, who communicate 
with the world through Harry G. Van Auken. 
Severui evenings ago some young men who at- 
tended aséance at the house on Sophia-street 
found the spirits unwilling to work because the 
“ Big Squaw” was absent. It was afterward 
learned that the * Big Squaw” was Mrs. Matil- 
da J. Dean, proprietress of a_ house of ill- 
repute in this city. Mrs. Dean, who has suffered 
from some dropsical trouble, engaged Vr. Tilden 
and Mrs. Van Auken to treat her, and she says 
they cured her, for which she paid them $100, 
and afterward employed them to treat frien+s in 
Steuben County. When they opened in Comedy 
Hall she guve them sums aygregating $1,125. 
Then they told her that Dr. Bristol wished her to 
advance the cause of Spiritualism by giving 
money to sta:t accompany on theroad. They 
would make her a medium, a great star, the 
brightest. light in the mediumistic firmament, 
and Alexander von Humboldt would be her 
guide. She paid $2 a lesson for mediumistic 
teachings, and was told $3,000 would start the 
company. This sum was too much for Mrs. 
Dean, and she refused to advance the money. 
Then Vine Goddard, the boy who managed the 
cabinet, asked her tor money enough to enable 
him to leave the Van Aukens. e said that 
Harry was not a medium, and the Dean woman 
offered him $50 to expose the young man. Vine’s 
father was sent for,and the medium wag ex- 
posed to Mrs. Dean. Ashort time afterward a 
séance was held at the house of Vine’s futher, 
W.S. Goddard being present, and the exposure 
was complete. The Goddards say that the Van 
Aukens claimed at first that Vine was as good 
a medium as Harry. Vine discovered the tricks 
of the medium by watching him through the 
curtains of the cab. net. 

It is stated by one who has attended the séances 
that Dr. Bristol’s spirit had communicated to the 
Van Aukens information that Vine Goddard was 
in league with Thomas A. Raymond to injure 
the cause of Spiritualism. Mr. Raymond some 
time since attended one of Van Auken’s scances 
and discovered his tricks and exposed them to 
the large audience in attendance. It is also stated 
that threats had been made toapply a spirit 
battery to Mrs. Dean’s head which would end her 
earthly career if she refused to come forward 
with the capital necessary to organize a medi- 
umistic society. ‘Ihe atfair has created quite a 
sensation here, as there has been a growing 
feeling against the Van Aukens ever since Mr. 
Raymond's exposure of some of their most difli- 
cult manifestations.

GAMBLERS ON TRIAL, 


PHILADELPHIA POOL-SELLERS CONVICTED 
AND SENTENCED. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—This was gam- 
blers’ day in the Court of Quarter Sessions. From 
10 o’clock till 2 the indicted hosts of faro de- 
ployed before Judge Finletter in the old Court- 
house. At the end of the day it was found that 
the proprietor and assistants of the least im- 
portant of pool-rooms exposed by the Phila- 
deiphia Times last Summer, together with the 
unfortunate owner of a Pastime Park sweat- 
board, had been convicted and sentenced. The 
only other trial was that of a man who 
let people play 15-ball-pool for. five-cent checks 


at No. 1,420 Eighth-street. He was acquitted, All 
the-ether indicted men were prominent gam- 
biers. Their cases go over until next Monday. 
Henry Long was the first of the gamblers called. 
His “sweut-board” was captured at Pastime 
Park two yearsago. He pleaded guilty and was 
sentenced to three months’ imprisonment. It 
having been shown that his son had been “ mind- 
ing the board only a minute,” while his father 
was away at time of the raid, the boy was 
acauitted. 

Ferdinand Horstmeyer, assisted by his brother 
William and a young man named Gilbert, kept 
the pool-room at No. 733 Sansom-street. It was 
raided last October clong with Ovels and McCol- 
gun’s places. The defendants admitted the fact 
of selling the pools, but claimed that this dij not 
come within the act of March 381, 1860. Long 
arguments were made both for the Com- 
monwealth and the prisoners and_ then 
Judge Finletter charged the jury that it 
was not necessary to show that the 
accused men had gambled, but merely that they 
maintained some device, plun, or arrangement 
by which money may be betted or staked. The 
jury brought in a verdiet of guilty without 
leaving their seats.

THE DEPRESSED WHISKY MARKET.

MEMBERS OF THE POOL TRYING TO SETTLE 
THEIR DIFFERENCES. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, April 21.—There were 
no sales of whisky to-day and consequently no 
quotations were made. Had there been sales the 
price would have been $1 jor lower. Members 
of the poo! were in session at the Burnet House 
the greater part of the morning with “ Buffalo” 
Miller in the chair. At 1 o'clock the 
meeting broke up without any agreement 
having been reached. The mem'crs were in bad 
humor and would communicate {but little. Mr. 
Miller said it looked very much as though the 
pool was broken up. At3 o'clock another meet- 
ing was held, which was adjourned at 5 o’clock, 
with things in better shape. It had been agreed 
that the price of whisky to-day should be $1 10, 
and some of the members were hopetul that the 
pool could be re-established. There has been 
$150,000 advanced by the pool to Peoria firms for 
bonding their surplus goods, The price allowed 
was $1 12 for highwines, $1 13 for alcohol, and 
$1 14 for spirits. Should the pool goto pieces 
there will be heavy loss on the stock. Another 
source of loss would be the sums paid to distill- 
ers who have closed up for their capacity. 

Itis agreed to-night that the inducement to 
hold together in order to avoid these losses, and 
aiso that various debts may be first wiped out, 
will be sufliciently strong to result in the pool 
being continued at least temporarily. Should 
this te done the production of distilleries in the 
pool will be reduced from 30 to 20 per cent. of 
their capacity, and on June 1they will probably 
allshut down. ‘There will be another meeting 
of the pool to-morrow. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 21.—Talks with 
whisky men here to-day indicate that no effect 
will be produced on the whisky trade by the 
break in the price of highwines, further than to 
stop sales at present.

IRISH AGITATORS IN PARIS 


THEIR VIEWS ON THE DYNAMITE 
WARFARE. 
FENIAN OPPOSITION TO EXPLOSIONS—A PLAN 
FOR BLOWING UP ATLANTIC STEAMERS— 
A DUEL BETWEEN FENIANS. 

Lonpon, April 21.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of the Times has talked with several of 
the prominent Irishmen in the French capital, 
such as Patrick Casey, of the Monitewr Universal ; 
James Stephens, formerly the Fenian Head 
Centre: John O’Leary, who used to be the editor 
of the Irish People, and Father Hogan, of 
the Catholic Coliege of St. Sulnice. Casey 
is strongly in favor of the dynamite policy, 
and upholdsthe Irish Invincibles in the doctrines 
they avow and the course they pursue. He 
declares it probable that the dynamite policy 
will be extended tothe blowing up of Atlantic 
passenger steamers, and afterward of merchant- 
men, thus ruining England’s commerce. James 
Stephens, however, condemns the principles and 
practices of the dynamiters, and advocates an 
armed revolution. The continuance of the dy- 
namite policy, he th'nks, means the certain death 
of revolutionary agitation during the ‘present 
generation, and perhaps forever. It may, besides 
this, lead to the expulsion of Irishmen from 
England. John O’Leary likewise disapproves 
ot the dynamite policy on the ground of its 


inexpediency and criminal character. He is in 
favor of open rebellion. A war between En- 
giand and Russia, he thinks, would give the Irish 
a chance to strike an effective blow. He was 
sorry to say that people in America were not 
adverse to the employment of dynamite. Fath- 
er Hogan thinks that the explosions do Ire- 
land no good. Rather, he says, they alienate 
from the Irish cause many honest people who 
would otherwise support it. ‘* The action of the 
dynamiters,” he declares, “*is morally a crime, 
politically a blunder, and socially a disaster. Lre- 
land will get home rule in the course of time. If 
the recent conces ions had been granted a few 
years ago Ireland would now be happy. If the 
lrish now get fair play Ireland ina few years 
will be one of the most prosperous countries in 
Europe.” 

The English detectives are returmng from 
France. They failed to link any of the Irish- 
American suspects with the dynamite plots. The 
French authorities deny that they intend to ex- 
pel suspects. In the absence of positive proof 
of guilt the French Government will not inter- 
fere. Even the British Embassy at Paris holds 
aloof. No trace has been found of the reported 
private dynamite factories in the north of France.

WHAT MR. KING DIDN'T SAY 


SR ESTs 
HIS ANSWERS TO MR. CHOATE IN 
THE LOUBAT CASE. 

MR, TURNBULL’S FRIENDS AND RELATIVES 

ON THE GOVERNING COMMITTEE—THE 


CAUSE OF THE EXPULSION, 

The display of fancy waistcoats, gorzeous 
eravats, fragrant boutonniéres, and costly canes 
made by the Union Club men yesterday tinged 
the sombre surroundings of Judge Van Vorst’s 
court-room with a resplendent glow of warmth 
and color. Throughout the day the room was 
erowded to the corners. Portly gray-haived 
men, their faces flushed with suppressed laughter 
and good living, clustered around the contend- 
ing lawyers and took frequent notes in gilt-edgea 
memorandum-books. Joseph F. Loubat was 
there, and seemed to enjoy the fun as much as 
anybody. His striking resemblance to Benjamin 
F. Butler was a matter of comment. An appar- 
ently unconscious habit of screwing up his left 
eye for several minutes at a time made the like- 
ness the more noticeable. Before going on with 
the testimony Mr. Chceate submitted, the follow- 
ing amendment to his complaint: 

That on the said 25th day of May, 1882, the said Gov- 
erning Committee did in fact consist of 24 members; 
that of these several were not notified to attend said 
special meeting, which passed the said pretended vote 
of expulsion, and one or more persons who did attend 
and yote at said meeting were not members thereof, 
nor did two-thirds of the then existing Governing Com- 
mittee vote for said resolution of expulsion. 

This was met with a prompt and vigorous ob- 
jection from Mr. Carter, and led to a long dis- 
cussion. The defending counsel claimed that 
Mr. Choate had no definite knowledge of any 
of the facts stated in his amendment and 
simply wanted an opportunity to fish for them. 
Another objection was that the allegations were 


too indefinite. It should be shown whom the 
persons were who were not notified. During 
the time this suit had been pending ample op- 
portunity had been afforded the plaintiff to raise 
this point if he desired to do so, It was hardly 
the time for it now. In answer, Mr. Choate said 
that the facts had come to his knowledge since 
the trial began, and intimated that if the amend- 
ment was not sustained it would be an easy mat- 
ter for him to pay costs and servea new com- 
plaint. He had a perfect right to fish for the 
truth and meant to do so until the end of the 
case. The point raised was of vital importance. 
Mr. Bristow was elected to the Governing Com- 
mittee May 24, 1882, not for any specified term, 
but to fill the vacancy caused by Mr. Will- 
tam M. Evarts’s retirement. He was to 
fill Mr. Evarts’s place from the moment he 
was elected, and should have been called to the 
meeting held the day after, at which Mr. Loubat 
was expelled. *“To say nothing of the others,” 
said Mr. Choate, “for one is enough for all 

ractical purposes, suppose I can prove (as 
Teapect to prove) that Mr. Bristow was not noti- 
fied of that meeting, was there a legal meeting 
of the Governing Committee? Mr. Bristow is a 
man of personality, force, and character, and he 
would have scouted and put toshame the other 
14 who so shamefully exercised their arbitrary 
power. Even if he had voted in the negative, 
there would have been still enough to expel, but 
his calm, unbiased judgment might have influ- 
enced others.” 

Judge Van Vorst directed Mr. Choate to be 
more specific and name in his amendment the 
men who were not notified, so that the defense 
might not be groping inthe dark. Mr. Choate 
then inserted the names of Roland Redmond, Cor- 
nelius Fellows, John A. Lowry, Henry F. Mali, 
and Benjamin H. Bristow in the complaint. The 
amendment was allowed, and Mr. Carter noted 
anexception. The member whom the prosecu- 
tion claim was not re-elected and should not 
have voted was William B. Price. 

Oliver K. King, Secretary of the club, took the 
witness chair again and remarked very emphati- 
cally that he was not a fashionable man. He 
answered Mr. Choate’s questions with cautious 
good humor, and when the lawyer’s banter was 
unusually provoking he polished his gold-rimmed 
glasses with astonishing vigor. When Mr. King 
was asked about the changes in the club’s consti- 
tution astothe power of filling vacancies Mr. 
Carter interposed another objection. “The 
copies of the constitution and other documents 
have all been offered in evidence,” he said to Mr. 
Choate, “‘and you may take them all home to 
look over if you wish.” ; : 

The plaintiff's attorney gazed with mock hor- 
ror on the long table heaped with books. “ Oh, 
no,” he said, “I don’t want my house filled with 
any such stuff.” 

Mr. King said that the members of the Gov- 
erning Committee were notified of meetings 
through his assistant clerk. _ Messrs. Bristow, 
Mali, Lowry, Redmond, and Fellows were not 
notified of the meeting which expelled Loubat. 
Henry Turnbull's brother William was a member 
of the Governing Committee. So was Isaac 
Townsend, a cousin of his wife’s. So was John 
F. Cadwallader, but witness was not aware that 
the latter was Turnbull's counsel]. 

“ Is it not a fact that although Henry Turnbull 
is not your friend now, he was your friend in 
1882 ?” asked Mr. Choate. 

“He was nothing but a club acquaintance” 
was the answer, and not by any means a friend 
as I understand the term.” 

“ How long have you known him.” 

* About 17 years. Iwas not a visitor at his 
rooms, nor did he visit mine. We met only at 
the club. We never dined together. I dine at 
the club with different gentlemen every day, or 
else at the houses of some of the members; we 
never played cards together.” 

When Mr. Choate questioned Mr. King about 
his intimacy with William Turnbull the defense 
objected to the examination taking so wide a 
range. Mr. Choate said that he wanted to show 
bias, and was allowed to go on. Mr. King 
answered: ‘ My relations with William Turn- 

ull were intimate and friendly. I often visited 
nim at his house, and met other members of the 
Governing Committee there. Whom? Oh, well, 
[ can’t regiember now, but Christopher Colum- 
bus Baldwin wa¢emong them.” 

“Did you dine cfiere with other members of 
the Governing Committee on the night of May 
25, 1882 ?”” 

“No, Sir,”” emphatically. 

** When did you first hear Loubat’s expulsion 
talked about before the night of the meeting?” 

“The matter was discussed in the club during 
the quarrel and while Loubat was absent in Cal- 
iforniu. I cannot name the persons who talked 
about it. I might make mistakes if I tried to do, 
so. Itseemed to be the general opinion that if 
the facts were as stated Loubat should not be 
allowed to remain in theclub.” 

“Did you tell Mr. August Belmont at 9 o’clock 
on the night of the expulsion that the Governors 
were three to one in favor of turning out Mr. 
Loubat?” ; 

“Indeed Idid not. I had no conversation 
whatever with Mr. Belmont previous to the meet- 
ing.’ 

* Did you not make the statement I have just 
quoted to C, R. Roberts?” 

“No, Sir. How could I tell how the commit- 
tee was going to vote. I do not recollect talking 
to Mr. Roberts at all.” 

The resolution passed at a special meeting of 
the Governing Committee, May 17, 1882, at which 
a sub-committee was appointed toinvestigate the 
guarrel and give the participants an opportuni- 
ty to appear, was offered in evidence. Mr. King 
did not know of any complaint or charges 
against either Loubat or Turnbull being present- 
ed to the committee. The meeting was cailed by 
the order of the President, William Constable. 
No notice was given Loubat that his expulsion 
was contemplated, nor was any written com- 
munication sent him until he was informed that 
he had been expelled. The following bit of tes- 
timony caused aspasm of laughter among the 
gentlemen in the fancy waistcoats: 

“Was any one present at the meeting for ex- 
pulsion but the 18 gentiemen of the committee?” 

**No, Sir, there was not.” 

* Any reporters there 7” 

““T am very sure there were no reporters in the 
building except they were disguised as waiters.” 

“We have no authentic account of the dis- 
guises they take,” said Mr.Choate. ‘* Were there 
not reporters waiting in the anteroom ?” 

“I don’t believe there was a single reporter 
there. How the newspapers got what they did I 
don’t know. I refused to be interviewed, and ab- 
solutely gave no information for the press. If I 
had seen a reporter inside the door I should have 
ordered him to go.” 

*“*Do you mean to tell me you don’t know from 
whom the reporters got their information ?” 

“T don’t know. I wish I did.” 

Mr. King said that Loubat was not informed of 
any of the evidence taken before the sub-com- 
mittee, but, of course, he was familiar with his 
own testimony. Mr. King was asked why he did 
not give Loubat a reason for his expulsion when 
he sent him notice of the action of the meeting. 
This brought on another legal conflict, Mr. Carter 
declaring that a sufficient reason was given in 
the statement, “ conduct improper and prejudi- 
cial to theclub.” Mr. Choate said that he wanted 
to find out whether the witness knew what he 
yoted to expelfor. The report covered several 
alleged offenses, and the plaintiff hada right to 
know for which one of them he was turned out, 
or whether it was for all of them jointly. ‘* Was 
he expelled for improper language used in the 
club-house?” Mr. Choate asked the witness. Mr. 
Carter objected, was sustained, and Mr. Choate 
noted an exception. 2 

“ Was he expelled for a letter or letters written 
to Mr. Turnbull?” was the next question. An- 
other objection and another exception. 

“Was there any action before the Governors 
which would show that he was expelled either 
for language used in the club-house or for letters 
written to Turnbull?” continued Mr. Choate, as 
he jotted down another exception. Then he asked 
Mr. King: “Do you know Andrew H. Sands?” 

“1 do,” was the answer. 

“Did you not tell him for what particular of- 
fense Loubat was expelled. 

“To the best of my knowledge IT never hadany 
conversation with him, but I may have said 
something: to some other member.” 

“ What cause did you give?” 

“Tsaid forimproper and prejudicial conduct 
on evidence presented to the sub-committee.” 

“Did you not tell Mr. Sands that Loubat was 
expelled because he dared to give the lie direct ?” 

** Never, Sir: never, Sir.” 

“Then you believe it to be true that he was ex- 
pelied for language used in the club-house?”

Mr. Carter injected another 
protest, and Mr. Choate said that he wanted to 
show that the three grandees of the club, Bel- 
mont, Hunter,and Travers, adored because of 
their wealth and power, had authorized the cir- 
cular to be printed, and that their wishes were 
likely to be respected, Mr, Carter denied this, 
and said that Loubat wasarich man,too. Mr. 
Choate asked King: 

* Have you not said, Sir, that August Belmont 
read the proofs of that cireular in the club- 
house and that you saw him do it?”

Mr. King said that his relations with Loubat 
had always been friendly. Mr, Choate asked: 
* Did you not have a quarrel with him 7” 

“He had a difference with me. it was in 
March, 1880, I was a member of the House Com- 
mittee at the time. I was entertaining some 
friends in the restaurant of the Union Club. 
Three of them were members of the club and 
the other was not. Loubat was givinga dinner 
ina piivate dining-room. The waiter came to 
me with a message from Loubat, asking that the 
folding doors between the two rooms be 
closed at once. I declined to receive 
any such message from another mem- 
ber and referred Loubat to the steward. 
He repeated his message, but I paid no 
attention. Then he came to the door of the 
dining-room and beckoned meto come into the 
hallway. I did not heed him, and he walked di- 
rectly up to the table, talking very excitedly and 
declaring that he should hold me personally re- 
sponsible. I told him that he was excited, and he 
left the room. The matter was brought to the 
attention of the House Committee by a letter 
trom Dr. F. M. Johnson. It was very improper 
for Loubat to address me as he did.” 

Mr. Loubat went to Paris soon after this oc- 
currence. A letter of censure for his conduct, 
passed by the Governing Committec, was sent 
after him. Subsequently a letter of explanation 
was sent to the Governors and a letter of apology 
to Mr. King, and the censure was withdrawn. 
Mr. King wasasked: ‘Have you said toany one 
that if Mr. Loubat won this suit the Governing 
Committee would turn him out again ?” 

There was a prompt objection, but it was over- 
ruled. Witness said: “1 may have said that if he 
was successful, presumabl. they would turn him 
out again, if it was in their power todo so. I 
don’t remember that I made the remark to any 
one in particular.” 

Mr. King was then placed in Mr. Robinson's 
hands for cross-examination. “Js Mr. Henry 
Turnbull a rich man ?” asked Mr. Robinson. 

** I believe he has no means,” said the witness, 
hesitatingly. 

“You mean that he has no visible means of 
support,” remarked Mr. Choate. Even the court 
laughed and the clerk rapped for order. 

Mr. King said that Loubat was a rich and fash- 
ionable man, fondof entertaining his friends at 
the club. When it was proposed to have the 
Turnbull quarrel brought before a committee, 
Mr. King said that he remonstrated, because he 
was afraid of the matter gaining publicity, and 
dragging in outside parties. But President Con- 
stable had insisted on having the investigation, 
declaring that he should not remain at the head 
of a club which would let the matter pass with- 
out taking cognizance of it. William Turnbull, 
he said, had never spoken to him about the quar- 
rel, nor had he ever attended a meeting of the 
Governing Committee. 

Mr. Robinson made the witness read from the 
records to establish the fact that the new Goy- 
ernors elected May 25, 1882, did not take office 
until the second Wednesday of the following 
June. 

“Have you ever said that Mr. Evarts ex- 
pressed an opinion that a sufficient number of 
the Governing Committee voted to expel?” 
asked Mr. Choate.

John J. O’Brien, Barney Biglin, and most of 
the delegates to Utica from this city will go up 
on the 10:30 train on the Hudson River Road this 
morving. Nospecial accommodations have been 
secured for the party, but itis safe to say they 
will be within speaking distance on the journey.

DRIVEN AGAINST THE PIER 


ACCIDENT TO THE FERRY-BOAT 
HOBOKEN. 
HER LADIKS’ CABIN SMASHED IN AND FOUR 
OF ITS OCCUPANTS INJURED—NO ONE 
TO BLAME. 

Capt. Nelson Magee, who was pilot of the 
Riverdale when her boilers burst last year, was 
at the wheel and in command of the ferry-boat 
Hoboken yesterday morning when she leit the 
Hoboken slip at -10:20 o’clock. She had about 
150 passengers, the majority of whom were ladies 
coming to shop in this city. The tide wasa 
strong ebb, and the wind blew strongly down 
the North River. The Christopher-street ferry 
slip, the Hoboken’s destination, is a dangerous 
one to enter under such circumstances, as it is 
very narrow. Capt, Magee ran the Hoboken 
toward the White Star Line pier, intending by 
an echeloned course to @rop down to the ferry 
slip and “shoot” into the upper berth. Nearing 
the New-York shore, he was checked by tug- 
boats and a tow, so that he drifted further south 
than he wished. 

When all appeared clear, and Capt. Magee was 
about to run the boat into theslip, an ice barge, 
which had been at the end of the pier of the 
Troy steamers, dropped down so that three- 


quarters of her lay across the entrance to the 
upper berth, for which the Hoboken was mak- 
ing. wns og Magee checked his boat, but before 
she could be backed the ebb tide and tne wind 
had swung her half round and driven her on the 
north-west corner of pier No. 43 with great 
force. The point of contact was on the star- 
board side, just ahead of the paddle-box. Four- 
teen feet of the side of the Jadies’ cabin was 
smashed into splinters, and an indentation 10 
feet long and 5 feet wide was made in the floor 
of the cabin. The bulkhead of the paddle-box 
was sprung also. 

The excitement for several moments was great. 
A dozen men and boys, who were at the star- 
board bow of the boat, were knocked down by 
the collision, and at least 30 women and children 
in the forward part of the ladies’ cabin were 
thrown to the fioor. As soon as they could get 
up most of them ran screaming out on the deck. 
Johannes Edner, of Hoboken, was the first to 
enter the ladies’ cabin, and under the wreck of 
the side, floor, and seats he saw four women who 
were pinned down by the débris. One, an elderly 
lady of good manners and well dressed, was re- 
leased in a few moments. Her face was bloody 
from a scratch or a cut, but she epeenres de- 
lighted at her escape and declared that she was 
not injured. She, however, lamented the loss of 
a hand sachel which fell into the water through 
the indentation in the floor. She refused to give 
her name, on the plea that if publicity were 
given to her escape she would be annoyed by 
inquiriesfrom many friends. The second person 
released was a young working woman, whose 
nose was bleeding. She, too, refused to give her 
name, and said she had received no other injury 
than a blow in the face from a piece of board. 

The third woman taken out was Louisa Martin, 
wife of Charles Martin, an egg-dealer in this city, 
and who lives at No. 302 Central-Avenue, Jersey 
City Heights. She suffered from the shock so 
much as to be irrational for some time and also 
had an injury to her back. She wason her way 
to George Bruck & Co.'s, No. 619 Broadway, with 
artificial flowers, which she makes at home, and 
when the pier was reached Mr. C. Ivan der Roest, 
of No. 9% Bieecker-street, who was on the boat 
and knew her, helped her to a car and accom- 
panied her to her destination. She was afterward 
ableto go homealone. The last person taken from 
the wreck was Mrs. Charles M. Brown, of Orange, 
N..., who was on the boat with her sister, Miss 
C. Jayne, who was unhurt, Mrs. Brown received 
a comminuted fracture of the left tibia. 
She was married last Fall to a _ Con- 
gregational minister from Cleveland, who is now 
city missionary at Orange. Her sister held the 
injured limb until the boat got to the ferry- 
house, and then accompanied her to private 
quarters in the new St. Vincent's Hospital. Her 
brother, Mr. 8. F. Jayne. a real estate agent, of 
No. 273 West Twenty-third-st., was on the boat 
which followed the Hoboken, and which was de- 
layed half an hour by the accident. He went 
through the ferry-house on landing without 
learning of his sister’s condition, but he was sum- 
moned to the hospital while at the Real Estate 
Exchange, and took his sister to Orange in an 
ambulance. So far as could be ascertained no 
other person was injured beyond a trivial bruise 
or ascratch received by falling or from splinters. 

After the collision the Hoboken drifted down 
to the Cunard dock, bumping against Pier No. 
506 on the way, and knocking Thomas Carroll, 
of No. 221 Clinton-street, from the pier into the 
river. He was rescued, however. The boat was 
then run outinto the river again, and she got 
into her pier safely on the secona attempt. She 
took no passengers on her return trip, and was 
at 1 o’clock in the hands of a gang of mechanics 
at the First-strect dock. The damage to her is 
estimated at $2,500. Capt. Magee went to Haver- 
straw, but he madea report to Superintendent 
Woolsey, which is substantially as follows: “As 
I was about to enter the Christopher-street slip 
an ice barge backed down the river and across 
the slip, compelling me to stop the boat. The 
tide was strong ebb, and this and the wind car- 
ried the boat against the end of Pier No. 43. 
Was making for the upper slip, but lost control 
of the boatand could not enter.” 

Mer. Doane was on the Hoboken when the ac- 
cident occurred. He corroborates Capt. Magee’s 
statements, and says that, in his opinion, no one 
was to blame on board the ferry-boat, The ac- 
cident was such as might happen to the most 
careful man. The Monsignor was at the stern 
when the collision took place» The ferry officials 
say that Magee is a careful man, and that acci- 
dents on the route are rare. Capt. Van Keuren 
was dismissed last year for running down dump- 
ing-scow No.9 and drowning a man. More re- 
cently, Capt. Silas Spicer, on the Weehawken, 
ran down and sank atug off Vesey-street, but 
the fault was with the tug. The Hoboken will 
be in service in a few days. Meanwhile the 
Moonachie will take her place. The Piiot Com- 
missioners will receive Capt. Magee’s report and 
make an investigation. It is stated that anum- 
ber of complaints have been made that the slip 
is too narrow, but that no action has ever been 
taken in regard to the matter.

EX-JUDGE BUSTEED’S POSERS. — 
GETTING A JURY TO TRY CHARLES H. 
RUGG ON CHARGE OF MURDER. 
There are seven indictments altogether 
against Charles H. Rugg for crimes committed 
on Long Island. The drawing of a jury was 
begun in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, of 
Queens County, yesterday, for the trial of the 
negro on the indictment charging him withthe 
murder of Ann Eliza Maybee, at Brookville, 
in November ljast. The murder of Lydia 
Romaine Maybee, the mother of Ann Eliza, at 
the same time was not included in this 
indictment. The horse-shoe-shaped court- 
room of the Court-house im Long Island 
ty was packed with people. The greater part 
of the room was occupied by the regular panel 
of 30 jurors and the special panel of 250. Justice 
Charles A. Brown, of Newburg, sat on the bench. 
He is an intelligent-looking young man with 
brown hair. parted a little to the left of the cen- 


tre, and a light mustache. District Attorney 
John Fleming, Assistant District Attorney Albert 
T. Cornelius, and Col. Robert Townsend repre- 
sented the ple, and ex-Judge Richard Bus- 
teed, John F. Quarles, (colored,) and William E. 
Shiels represen Rugs. 

Everybody noticed how dark Rugg had grown 
since his imprisonment. The negro came into 
court appearing as unconcerned as the least in- 
terested spectator. His hair was and 
carefully parted squarely over the left eye, and 
his whiskers were growing in the Burnside style, 
He wore a dark blue pea-jacket and green and 
black striped trousers. He had on a blue woolen 
shirt. His feet were incased in red socks and 
stuck in slippers. He was not manacled. Mr. 

uarles, on the opening of court, arose, smiled 

larkly, and said that since the naming of the day 
for the trial Rugg’s wife had died. She was 
buried on the 5th. He desired an adjournment 
until Thursday to procure another witness 
named Emma Caws, who would testify in behalf 
of the prisoner. This woman, it was said, saw 
Rugs at home on the night of the Maybee mur- 


er. 
District ong Fleming said that Emma 
Caws had been subpcenaed for the ple and 
would be in court to-day. Judge Brown said 
there was then no reason for delay. He re- 
marked that no effort seemed to have been made 
to obtain the statement of Rugg’s wife. Ex- 
Judge Busteed put every juror through a _cate- 
chism of 37 — prepared by him. Those 
outside of ordinary guestions were as follows:

If you should come suddenly upon two men, one 
black and the other white, in apparently deadly con- 
flict, both of them entire strangers to you, and the 
cause of their quarrel unknown, and you ignorant of 
the right or wrong of the fight, would ‘you take the 
part of the white or black man, ff you interfered at all?

Would the inconvenience or lossto you or any of 
your fellows growing out of the jury being kept to- 
gether for any number of days induce you to give up 
your own judgment and foin in a general verdict? 

As you stand sworn and examined in the presence of 
God and your fellow-men, do you know of anything 
that would interfere with your rendering a fair and im- 
partiul verdict? 

The array of questions was startling. Fifty- 
eight jurors were called during the day, and only 
seven were chosen. Two were peremptorily 
challenged by the people and seven by the de- 
fendant. The question of consanguinity and 
affinity floored all but two. Jacob Boller, of 
Flushing, who was not accepted, did not believe 
in future rewards and punishments. The 
jurors chosen were Richard Fowler. ma- 
chinist and cabinet-maker, Flushing; John 
Hicks, cider-maker, Jericho, Oyster Bay; 
William Althaus, machinist, Ridgewood, 
Hempstead; Samuel “Titus, farmer, Syos- 
set, Oyster Bay; William E. Hawkshurst, civil 
engineer, Westbury, North Hempstead: William 
H. Matthews, farmer, Manhasset, North Hemp- 
stead; William Willetts, farmer, Syosset, Oyster 
Ray. All the jurors have whiskers except Juror 
Althaus, who is supplied only with a mustache.

RR ARIES = SE 
JEFFREYS SENTENCED FOR LIFE." 

The case of John Jeffreys and wife for 
the murder of her child came up before Justice 
Barnard, at Riverhead, Long Island, yesterday. 
The child was the offspring of Mrs. Jeffreys by 
another man, and Jeffreys killed it by breaking 
its neck. The crime was committed at Smith- 
town in August last. When arraigned 
on the indictment they pleaded, *‘* Not 
guilty,” but during their confinement in 
the County Jail Jeffreys made a full confession.

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UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT. 
DECISIONS IN RAILWAY AND BANK CASES, 
AND OTHER BUSINESS. 


WASHINGTON, April 21,—A decision was ren- 
dered in the Supreme Court of the United States to-day 
in the important railroad cases entitled F. L. Ames 
et al., the Board of Directors of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company, plaintiffs in error, vs. The State of 
Kansas, ex rel. F. A. Johnston, Attorney-General, and 
The Kansas Pacific Railway Company, plaintiff in error, 
vs. the same.—In error to the Cirenit Court for the 
District of Kansas. These suits were brought 
by the State of Kansas in her own courts 
against the Union Pacific and Kansas Pacific 
Railroad Companies to defeat the consolidation 
of these corporations, which was effected by an agree- 
ment entered into on Jan. 24, 1880, The questions pre- 


sented hore relate to the right of removal from the 
State to the Federal courts, which is claimed by the 
railroad companies and denied by the State. This 
court holds: I. That these are suits of a civil nature. 
Il. That they are suits arising under the laws of the 
United States: and III. That they are properly remoy- 
able to the Federal court under the act of March 8, 
1875. The order to remand to the State court is in each 
case reversed, und the United States Circuit Court is 
directed to entertain the cases, as properly removed 
from the State court, and proceed therewith accord- 
ingly. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. 

decision was also rendered in the national bank 
stock case of Henry J. Anderson, Receiver of the First 
National Bank of Allentown, Penn., vs. The Phila- 
delphia Warehouse Company.—In error to the Circuit 
Court forthe Fastern District of Pennsylvania. The 
question prssonsee by this euse is whether a corpora- 
tion which has taken national bank stock as collateral 
security for a loan hasaright nominally to transfer 
the certificate of that stock to an_ irresponsible 
person in its employ und have the certificate 
registered in the name of such irresponsible person, in 
order to escape the liability which would attach to 
such corporation, asa stockholder of the bank, in case 
of the bank’s failure and inso!vency. The court holds 
tnat the nominal transfer here brought in question was 
made in good faith when the bank was in good credit 
and paying large dividends, and years before its failure 
or even its embarrassment. So far as the company was 
concerned, the transfer was not made to escape an 
impending calamity, but to avoid incurring u lia- 
bility which it Was unwilllng to assume and 
which it was at perfect liberty to shun. 
The ppmnent Circuit Court is af- 
. Opinion by Chief-Justice Waite. Justice 
Miller read a dissenting opinion, in which he said that 
if in any case between private persons, one of them 
had placed proverty in the hands of minors, servants, 
or other irresponsible persons, for the parpose of es- 
caping the responsibility attaching to the ownership of 
such property, while securing all the advantages of 
such owners iD. it would be held to bea transaction 
which could not be supported on any legal or equitable 
principle.

There were liberal Eastern orders, and about 
all of the decently fatted were picked up, sales being 
made at $5 25to 8&5 75 for common to medium, and at 
$6 to $6 50, and prices above 26 20 were reached in a few 
instances only. Sales to shippers were largely at $5 50 
to $6. Receipts of hogs during Sunday and Monday 
were 13.009; same time last week, 9,147. The market 
opened with not a little show of activity, and the early 
feeling was firm. The morning sales, however, were 
largely on speculative account,and after the sca)pers 
had filed upa weak feeling obtained. Weakness be- 
came 2 more and more marked feature as the day 
advanced, and before the close the market was off 5 to 
10 cents and very dullat that. The number left over 
unsold and in speculator’s hands amounted to more 
than 5,000 head, and closing quotations were $5 30 to 
$5 85 for poor to prime light, and $540 to $6 20 for in- 
ferior mixed to choice heavy, Some choice light 
changed hands early in the day at $590 and $6 00, and 
a load of choice 351 . hogs was taken nt $625.

CrIcAGo, April 21.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were rather active to-day and again weak. Grain 
started in higher, probably because the local traders 
expected orders from the outside to buy on tne fact of 
Sunday’s raw weather. But the orders did not come, 
and reports from the North-west, with more genial 
weather here, caused first an easing down and thena 
rush to sell, which was not a decided success, as 
cdmparatively few shorts were left to sustain 
the markets by filling in. There was nobody to 
enthuse, and so prices weakened when everybody ex- 
pected a movement the other way, and not a few had 


repared for it. Things would probably have been dif- 
‘erent had the cold blow of Sanday occurred 36 hours 
later. The report of another large gold shipment to 
Europe did not augur well for an export move- 
ment of wheat, and the demoralization of 
stocks was assigned as a reason for lower 
prices in  breadstuffs. Provisions were duller 
thanever and weaker. There was little change in for- 
eign quotations, but the local hog market declined on 
the fact of larger receipts, and that with the lower 
»rices in grain depressed the product, There was no- 

ody to take it and a moderate anxiety to sell. There 
wus no trading for the first eight minutes. Then 250 
barrels of June pork sold at $16 90, being a de- 
cline of 5 cents. The next trade was five minutes 
later, when 250 barrels of June sold at $16 80. 
There was a little more ay afterward, June falling 
off to $16 65, and closing at $16 724% asked. with May at 
12% cents discount, and July at 10 cents premium, 
these prices being 224 cents below the latest quotations 
of Saturday. Lard closed on ’Change 5 cents lower, at 
$8 30, $5 40, and $8 50 respectively, asked for May, 
June, and July, after having sold 24 cents below those 
gates. Ribs closed 10 cents lower, at $8 2214 for June. 
There was a moderate inquiry for cash stuff. We note 
a little more trading in August pork at $16 8744, and 
September sold sparingly at the same price. On the 
afternoon call there was a general decline of 5 cents, 
and allexcept ribs were weak. Later, June tk sold 
down to $18 60, but closed 24 cents better. Lard sold 
down to $8 32% for June, and ribs at $8 20 for June. 
Wheat was active and weaker. It sold up 144 cents early, 
and declined 2% cents, and closed on 'Change 1% cenis 
below the prices of Saturday. at 865, cents for May and 
Fa | cents for June. Liverpool was quoted 10d. per cen- 
tal higher, and private advices substantiated this, while 
asking for offers from us, and some more cold weather 
is retarding vegetation, This and Sunday’s storm here 
caused early strength, especially as it was understood 
that prominent parties are on the bull side. But there 
was not much demand, and prices soon gave way, the 
first weakness being soon followed by an avalanche of 
offers by local scalpers, who had loaded up last week on 
the theory of an advance yesterday. 

There were few Eastern orders, and those that 
did come in seemed to be mostly to sell. Irwin, Orr. 
and Lester were most active in letting go. Car lots o 
No. 2Spring sold at 86 to 8744 cents, and other grades 
were inactive. On the afternoon call the market de- 
clined 44 to 34 cent, the buying being done 
partly by those who sold earlier. Afterward the 
tone was firmer at 88% cents for June. Corn was 
active and irregulariy very weak. It advanced 1% 
cents, fell back 254 to $ cents, and closed on 'Change 
84 cent below the latest = raed of Saturday, at 525% 
cents asked for May and 53% cents for June. Liver- 
poo! was reported 1d. per cental higher, and private 
eubles indorsed the information, while our re- 
ceipts were far from being large for Monday. 
and the “ boys’ expected a big demand. They bid 
up over one another for a while, and then 
stopped on finding that they had the gaine all to them- 
selves. The market then ruled dull for nearly an hour, 
but on the down grade, and weakened sharply on the 
offering of several lines of long corn for May and June, 
which brought the latter down from 564% to 5334 cents 
and reduced the June premium to 1 cents. It 
was about 2 cents early in the day. Even the 
report of a snow-storm in Kansas did not 
stiffen the market.

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such work, but the law remains. It may 
interest the Democrats of this day that 
JEFFERSON, MADISON, and CALHOUN all 
condemned the principle ef the law. 


The Bankruptcy bill passed the Senate 
yesterday by a heavy vote, and though it 
had been considerably amended, its essen- 
tial features, as it came from the commit- 
tee, were preserved. It has the advan- 
tage of reducing very much the cost of 
bankruptcy proceedings and simplifying 
the work of the courts. The fees due in 
such cases can be approximately calculated 
in advance, and the officers of the courts 
engaged in this work have no interest 
whatever in the fees. This is a very de- 
cided gain over any law that we 
have yet had. The law is defective, 
if anywhere, in the stringency of its 
requirements before releasing a debtor. 
It fixes no limit as a minimum of assets, 
though this would have been a simple and 
adequate check on reckless insolvency, 
and it does not impose on the court the 
duty nor give it the necessary means to 
ascertain the strict honesty of the insol- 
vent. Nor does it throw on the applicant 
for release the burden of affirmatively 
proving his good faith, though such bur- 
den would be in no way unjust to him, 
and the burden of proving his bad faith is 
onerous and almost intolerable. Yet the 
bill provides a system on the whole better 
than any we have had. 


The investigation of the Department of 
Public Works by the Senate Committee 
on Cities was closed yesterday. This in- 
quiry, which has been running parallel 
with the Roosevelt investigation in other 
departments, contrasts remarkably with 
that vigorous and fruitful proceeding. 
The report, which will be submitted to the 
Senate next Friday, will no doubt show 
that there has been a good deal of laxness 
and inefficiency, and possibly some cor- 
ruption, in the administration of the, De- 
partment of Public Works, but the com- 
mittee has failed to bring out facts fully 
and clearly. The principal purpose that 
it has served has been to prevent that vig- 
orous and effective inquiry which the 
Roosevelt committee would have made if 
the Senate committee had not been in the 
way.

The sensitive ‘‘ pocket nerves” of the 
heavy tax-payers of Des Moines have been 
severely shocked by the enactment of a 
prohibitory law that deprives the city of 
$50,000 a year, this sum having heretofore 
been paid by saloons for licenses. There- 
fore they are urging the City Council to 
enable the saloon-keepers to evade the 
law and to collect a license fee in the 
form of a monthly fine. This is the plan 
adopted in some of the cities of Kansas, 
where prohibition has been placed in the 
Constitution as well as in the statutes. 
In February last there were 140 saloons 
open in the city of Leavenworth, each 
of which paid a “ fine” of $10 a month. 
It is one thing to enact a prohibitory 
law and another to enforce it. If the 
heavy tax-payers of the capital of Iowa 
have so little respect for a newly enacted 
law that they openly ask their Council- 
men to assist rumsellers in evading it they 
must not be surprised by an exposure of 
corruption in their city government by 
and by.

It is a question of some importance for 
the State Convention to consider whether 
it cannot now do alli the work for which 
a convention will be required previous to 
the elections in November. Apart from 
the immediate purpose of this convention 
there will be, between now and November, 
only the nomination of candidates for the 
two Justices’ places on the bench of the 
Court of Appeals and the choice of a new 
State Committee. While there may be 

disadvantages in doing 
this work now, there are some de- 
cided and obvious advantages. It seems 
a waste of time and energy, involving the 
risk of work badly done, to have to 
set the whole machinery of the party in 
motion again in the Summer for purposes 
hich this convention can very readily 
‘accomplish. The fact that this conven- 
tion was not chosen explicitly for the 
work of selecting judicial candidates is no 
serious objection, since these are not rep- 
resentative officers, and their proper selec- 
tion is not promoted by much ordinary 
canvassing. We see no reason to doubt 
that the cohvention would make good 
selections, and it would be a great saving 
to have them made now.

The House almost contemptuously, by 
nearly a party vote, defeated yesterday 
the bil! for abolishing the four years’ term 
of office. Mr. SPRINGER very candidly 
declined to vote for it on the ground that it 
would hamper the Democrats should they 
tome into power, and that was doubtless 
the motive of much of the opposition to it. 
It is a foolish ground, for the bill would 
not prevent the President from removing 
every commissioned officer in the 
service at any moment. It would 
simply compel him to take the responsi- 
bility of his own acts. The four years’ 
term was an invention of Mr. CRAWFORD, 
Jlowroer’s Secretary of the Treasury, to 
enable him to use his subordinates in his 
designs on the Presidency. He failed, as 
‘many another has done. and will do. in

UTICA. 


Practical politics of an honest sort will be 
needed at Utica to-morrow. The Republic- 
an Convention is divided among those who 
favor the nomination of Mr. ARTHUR, and 
who are a minority; those who favor Mr. 
BLAINE, and are also a minority, and 
those who are opposed to the nom- 
ination of either, and hold the _bal- 
ance of power between the other two 
factions. There are four delegates at 
large to be chosen by the _ con- 
vention. The Arthur faction will make a 
strong effort to secure all of them. They 
are worth more to the President than to 
any one else. They are, in fact, indispen- 
sable to him, for he ought not to be, and 
probably cannot be, nominated at Chicago 
unless he has a clear majority of the dele- 
gates from his own State. The moral sup- 
port of the delegates at large will be con- 
siderably more than that of a like number 
of district delegates. Mr. ARTHUR will 
do all he can to secure that support. 

He is not entitled to a majority of the 
New-York delegation to Chicago. It would 
not represent the party in the State. If it 
should lead to his nomination for the Pres- 
idency it would lead also to his defeat. It 
is the first business of the men who see this 
danger at Utica to prevent his getting the 
delegates at large. And they will have to 
act boldly, with the facts before them. 
Mr. ARTHUR will go into the National 


Convention with a larger number of 
delegates than any one else has. 
They will be mostly men on whom he can 
rely, and who have staked their fortunes 
on his success. Most of them also are 
trained in the school of politics of which 
Mr. ARTHUR is the chief—audacious, 
crafty, far-seeing, unscrupulous. He will 
have no single rival of nearly his own 
strength, such a rival as Mr. BLAINE was 
to Gen. GRANT in 1880. Mr. BLAINE cer- 
tainly will not now be such a candidate. 
The situation which brought in Mr. Gar- 
FIELD at the end of a desperate struggle 
between the forces. of Grant and those of 
BLAINE is not likely to recur. 

The one thing which would defeat Mr. 
ARTHUR'S nomination is the want of a 
majority of the New-York delegation. 
The place to secure that is at Utica, and 
the time within the next 24 hours. Mr. 
ARTHUR cannot count on more than 34 of 
the Congressional district delegates. He 
should have none of the delegates at large. 
All honorable means to prevent that 
should be used, and promptly and prac- 
tically used. It is a simple question which 
presents itself to the representatives of the 
independent Voters at Utica, and they 
should meet it directly and with a clear 
perception of the fact that they can serve 
the Republican Party and the whole coun- 
try in no other way so well as to prevent 
the capture of the delegates at large by 
the President. 


KELLOGG’S VINDICATION AT HAND. 


We congratulate the Hon. WILLIAM 
PitT KELLOGG upon the near approach of 
that opportunity for vindication for which 
he has so long ineffectually clamored. The 
course of the Government toward him has 
amounted to adenial of justice. Indicted 
for accepting bribes or illegal fees from 
the star route thieves during his term of 
service as United States Senator from 
Louisiana, he promptly and indignantly 
demanded the right to exculpate himself 
and confound his accusers before a jury 
of his peers. 

That right was not accorded him. There 
were strange delays. The Government 
counsel were not of one mind in regard to 
Mr. KELLoGG. The whole machinery of 
the Department of Justice was clogged. 
The witness WALSH, whose testimony the 
prosecution claimed was vitally necessary 
to its success, was treated with contempt 
and hostility by Mr. GzorGrE BLIss, and, 
as WALSH has until lately believed, by 
Attorney-General BREWSTER himself. 
Some sneering Democrats said it was the 
President who stood in the way of a trial 
of the case, but this was obviously not so. 
Would the Hon. WILLIAM PITT KELLOGG 
have pounded vigorously on the door of 
the Department of Justice demanding a 
vindication while the President was striv- 
ing to protect him from prosecution ? 


But at length all obstacles are removed. 
Attorney-General BREWSTER sends BREW- 
STER CAMERON and Mr. KER to the wit- 
ness WALSH, in Montreal, calling upon 
him in the most positive and emphatic 
manner to come to Washington and tes- 
tify. GEORGE BLIss is out of the way, 
and WaLsd consents. The trial has been 
postponed until Tuesday of next week to 
give WALSH time to reach Washington. 
Everything shows that the day of Mr. 
KELLOGG's vindication is at hand, for the 
Government is in earnest this time. 

One word of advice to the Hon. WILL- 
1AM Pitt KexLioae: If you want the 
Government to continue to be in earnest, 
and really wish to avoid the annoyance of 
a further postponement of your trial, en- 
courage the suspicion already planted in 
certain minds at Washington and else- 
where that you and your fifteen fellow- 
delegates from Louisiana to the Chicago 
Convention are not altogether sure for 
ARTHUR, but are open to Blaine convic- 
tions. 





THE LOUISIANA ELECTION. 


The State election of Louisiana is held 
to-day. The political condition there is 
peculiar. The administration of Gov. Mc- 
ENERY has been neither efficient nor hon- 
est. It has been disgracefully mixed up 
with land jobbery and the corrupt lottery 
ring. There was a strong effort made by 
the more respectable Democrats of the 
State to prevent MCENERY’s renomination, 
but by the use of all the power which his 
official position gave him and with the 
support of the lottery ring he succeeded 
in carrying the convention. The Re- 
publicans have a clean and a strong 
candidate in Mr. JoHN A. STEVENSON, 
and if the condition of parties in that State 
were a normal one he would receive a 
good deal of support from the Democrats 
who are dissatisfied with the existing state 
of things. If there could be a free election 
and an honest count he would need 
no support from that quarter. But the 
Southern Democrat seems disposed to 
endure any amount of corruption and 
mismanagement from his own party rather 
than incur the hazard of restoring power 
to the Republicans, and fair elections and 
an honest count of the votes are things to 
which they are not accustomed, and which 
they have not political virtue enough to 
insist upon. 

The evils of bad government and cor- 
rupt politics appear to have reached a 
culmination in the city of New-Orleans, 
and to have bécome unendurable. There 
a combination has been made against the 
corrupt rings which is sufficiently non- 
partisan to give hope of success. The 
ticket supported by the Republicans for 
municipal offices is not a party ticket, and 
will have considerable support from decent 
Democrats. There is no manner of doubt 
that the combination of Republicans and 
Independents has a majority of the votes, 
and if they can secure an honest count 
they will carry the city election. The 
intimations are that they are strong 
enough to enforce this. But the pros- 
pect for the State is not so good. 
The conservative whites are not suffi- 
ciently independent to disregard party 
considerations and support a Republican 
nomination. No combination correspond- 
ing to that in New-Orleans has been effect- 
ed in State politics, and there is no force 
likely to compel a fair election and an 
honest count. The election officers are 
under the control of the McEnery ring, 
and McENgRY will probably be counted in

whether he has a majority of votes or not. 
The State will suffer the consequences of 
corruption and dishonesty until the people 
are ready to make combinations outside of 
the old party lines to purify their politics 
and secure a decent administration of 
their public affairs. Neither party, as it 
has been heretofore constituted, is likely 
to give them that result. 


A BUREAUCRACY. 


The House passed, yesterday, by a large 
affirmative vote, a bill to organize a Bu- 
reau of Navigation. The measure was in- 
troduced by Representative DINGLEY, of 
Maine, and is honored with the indorse- 
ment of the Secretary of the Treasury. The 
new bureau is to be virtually independent— 
as is the fashion nowadays—and is to be 
officered by a Commissioner of Naviga- 
tion, who shall serve on an annual salary 
of $4,000, or $1,000 per year more than is 


to be appropriated for the Commissioner 


of Labor. Furthermore, the new bureau 
is expected to be the germ from which a 
vast department of the Government, 
somewhat akin to the British Board of 
Trade, shall ultimately be developed. So 
far as the transfer to this new subdivision 
of the Government of sundry Treasury 
sub-bureaus is concerned there can be no 
just criticism. The registration of vessels, 
the collection of the tonnage tax, and sun- 
dry other matters connected with the 
ommercial marine, when taken from the 
Treasury Department and placed (with the 
clerks now employed therein) under the 
charge of the Bureau of Navigation, will 
relieve the department and add to the 
assets, so to speak, of the new concern. 

The criticism which will be made on the 
project for a new governmental bureau is 
sure to be that the multiplication of these 
subdivisions of the Government is only 
an acceleration of what is thought to bea 
vicious tendency toward the creation of a 
bureaucracy. It has become too much the 
fashion of the times to fly to the Govern- 
ment’ for aid whenever any form of Ameri- 
can industry is temporarily depressed. 
The relief asked for is invariably of- 
fered in a proposition to organize a 
bureau. The average American legis- 
lator appears to think that a _ bu- 
reau is the sovereign panacea for 
all ills to which our industries may be 
subject. The empty and pretentious 
Labor Bureau, of which the House has ex- 
pressed its approval, is only intended to 
appease the clamors of a few discontented 
men who fancy that some virtue resides 
in such a governmental recognition of the 
rights of labor. Work, wages, and trade 
grievances are to receive instant atten- 
tion from the Labor Bureau, and innu- 
merable demagogues are already vaunting 
themselves for having ‘‘ forced Congress 
to acknowledge the dignity of labor” by 
authorizing the providing of this empty 
shell. 

The Chinese Government, which is 
called ‘‘ patriarchal,” is also said to be the 
most stupendous bureaucracy in the world. 
There is a branch of Government for every 
known branch of human activity, moral, 
mental, religious, social, and physical, 
from the provision of the ritual for 
worship to the enforcement of the man- 
dates from the imperial throne. We are 
not in any danger of being so overbur- 
dened with governmental machinery 
as to merit the title of a bureau- 
cratic Government. But there cer- 
tainly is danger in the _ repeated 
multiplication of bureaus responsible only 
to Congress. Undoubtedly the separation 
of the Department of Agriculture from 
the Department of the Interior has had 
much to do with the weakness and in- 
efficiency of a branch o? the Government 
on which so much ridicule has been 
justly lavished. The creation of other 
bureaus, like those before mentioned, does 
not supply any new and imperative de- 
mand. It merely takes from departments 
of the Government already in existence cer- 
tain functions now exercised by them and 
attaches them to other and novel organiza- 
tions. The path opened by these experi- 
ments is undoubtedly beset with many 
dangers. 


IRELAND AND ENGLAND. 


The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times has reported for that journal sev- 
eral interviews with Irishmen resident in 
Paris. One of these interviews seems to 
show mo1e promise for the future of Ire- 
land than anything that has been mado 
public for a long time past. 

Of the four Irishmen interviewed 
PATRICK CASEY, now a journalist in Paris, 
alone defends the promiscuous murder 
of Englishmen by dynamite as a proper 
method of agitation. The other three, 
JAMES STEPHENS, formerly a Fenian Head 
Centre; JoHN O'LEARY, formerly editor 
of the Irish People, and Father HoGaNn, an 
Irish priest, more or less strongly condemn 
agitation by dynamite. 

Supposing the two former of these men 
to be representatives of Irish feeling, there 
is not very much hope that good sense will 
guide Irish counsels. The declarations of 
O’LEARY and STEPHENS against the use of 
dynamite are founded upon their belief of 
its inexpediency. They are in favor of 
armed rebellion at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Now, it is certain that any ‘‘armed re- 
bellion” against England having in view 
the independence of Ireland would be 
crushed at once. It would be a single- 
handed fight of Ireland against En- 
gland. It would be a single-handed 
fight, because no foreign nation, except 
possibly Russia, has at the present time 
any powerful motive for crippling Great 
Britain, such as France had at the close 
of the last century. It is certain that 
Russia is not going to war with England 
to please Ireland; and although an Irish 
rising might be a troublesome incident of 
an English war with Russia, it could not 
be decisive of such a war. 

From no other country have the Irish 
the least hope of allies. The Irish have 
not succeeded in convincing mankind that 
they are capable of governing themselves 
asanation. A nation they are in num- 
bers and in race feeling, but in noth- 
ing else. Any hopes they may have of 
the interference of the United States are 
absolutely baseless. The people of this 
country would imagine an Irish republic 


as a kind of vast Tammany Hall, only 
without any tax-payers to keep it going, 
and they do not believe that the absolute 
rule of such a body would be any better 
for Ireland than its mitigated rule has been 
for the city of New-York. 

Father Hoaan, the last on the list of 
Irishmen interviewed by the Times, talks 
more sense than all the rest of them put 
together. ‘‘If the recent concessions,” he 
says, meaning no doubt disestablishment 
and the Land act, ‘‘ had been granted some 
years ago, Ireland would now be happy. 
If the Irish now get fair play, Ireland in a 
few years will be one of the most pros- 
perous countries of Europe.” 

Father HoGan’s remarks indicate that 
he is of the sanguine temperament which 
inclines his countrymen to believe what 
they wish. But the spirit in which he 
speaks is none the less admirable. If 
Irishmen would recognize, with him, that 
within the past twenty years England had 
made great and petty concessions for the 
purpose of conciliating Irish interests 
and Irish feeling, the beginning of 
peace and happiness for Ireland would 
be secured, The men who speak 
for Ireland, or who at least speak most 
loudly for Ireland, will recognize neither 
that England has shown a spirit of con- 
ciliation nor that it would be suicide for 
England to consent to the establishment 
of aseparate Government across the shores 
of the Irish Channel. They talk about Mr. 
GLADSTONE as if he were a Strongbow or 
a Cromwell. If they would only recog- 
nize the real and earnest effort that he has 
made, and that England has supported 
him in making, to remove Irish griev- 
ances, material and sentimental, there 
need be no Irish grievances left. 
Anything not on its face plainly unreason- 
able that the Irish delegation in the House 
of Commons proposes, as a means of satis- 
fying Ireland, the’ majority of that body 
will unquestionably receive at least with 
candid consideration. As we have said 
before, such a proposition must be made 
and refused before Ireland, now in the 
wrong before the world, can be put in 
the right before the world. That no 
such thing is done is not discreditable 
to the Irish legislators alone; it 
is discreditable to the Irish people. So 
long as representatives can be elected and 
re-elected without doing anything for 
Ireland but to execrate England and to 
annoy the legislature of which they form 
part, so long it is unlikely that they will 
attempt to secure any more solid good 
for their country. An Irishman who 
wishes now to earn the _ gratitude 
of his countrymen should be able 
to discern that the period does not call for 
agitation at all, but for conciliation. The 
thing for such a man to do is to take ad- 
vantage of the present temper of the En- 
glish legislature to wipe out the relics of 
the unequal laws which have sown enmity 
between England and Ireland, and to do 
all that he can to destroy the enmity itself 
instead of doing all that he can to keep it 
alive. 

QUAKER GHOSTS. 

» A Quaker ghost is a novelty. Im fact, 
until a day or two since the annals of the 
supernatural did not contain the name of 
a single Quaker ghost. Suddenly we find 
that aswarm of Quaker ghosts of- disor- 
derly habits has appeared in the village 
of Flushing, and has naturally created an 
immense amount of astonishment. 

There is in Flushing a Quaker meeting- 
house, built prior to the Revolutionary war. 
The other night a large ghost, dressed 
in white and wearing a sword, was ob- 
served by a party of astonished citizens to 
swagger into the meeting-house: The 
citizens crept quietly up to the door and 
peered through the key-hole. They saw 
three large male ghosts, dressed in white 
and girded with immense swords; and in 
the more or less sacred precincts of the 
Quaker meeting-house these three aban- 
doned ghosts indulged in a weird and awe- 
inspiring hornpipe. 

Public opinion in Flushing is convinced 
that the three ghosts are Quakers. We 
must then believe that in the other world 
Quakers become addicted to gorgeous 
white clothing, that they wear swords 
and presumably use them, and that they 
become so worldly and reckless that they 
actually dance in Quaker meeting-houses. 
The piratical spectral Quakers of Flush- 
ing are evidently the spirits of just 
Quakers made perfect, since the spirits 
of unjust Quakers, who sold garden seeds 
while in the flesh, may be supposed to be 
detained in circumstances that do not per- 
mit them to revisit the earth. If, then, a 
Quaker becomes after death a roystering 
ruftian, why should he, while in this life, 


condemn himself to drab clothes and lan- | 


guage so plain as to give him no satisfac- 
tion? There is evidently in the life of the 
just Quaker a lack of swords and dancing, 
which is made up to him in the future 
world in order that his character may be 
well and evenly balanced. 

It is not, however, absolutely certain 
that the three Flushing ghosts are Quakers. 
Because a ghost dances in a Quaker meet- 
ing-house he is not necessarily a Quaker. 
To assume that he is would be as illogical 
as togssume that a ghost detected in the 
act of preaching in the pulpit of the 
Brooklyn Tabernacle is necessarily a per- 
former on the trapeze. The Flushing 
ghosts may be the ghosts of three deceased 
pirates who buried money in Flushing and 
thereby contracted chills and fever, and 
the dancing in which they are said to have 
indulged may have been simply the in- 
voluntary motions which ghosts suffering 
from chills are wholly unable to control. 


We can scarcely trust the accounts of the 
Cuban situation telegraphed from Havana. 
The Spanish authorities hold a view of 
the function of the press which is obsolete 
everywhere but in Russia and Spain. This 
view induces them only to let people 
know what they think is good for them. 
If anybody gets hold of a piece of news 
which the Government wishes to sup- 
press, and either publishes it in Cuba 
or transmits it for publication abroad, 
the Government has the power of 
inflicting upon him great annoy- 
ance, and that it will use this power 
unscrupulously nobody doubts. The dis- 
patches of to-day, read with this caution, 
show that the situation is very serious, as 


indeed it ought to be. When property has 
become almost worthless, and when the 
Government. unsparing and efficient as a 
tax gatherer, is worthless as a protector of 
social order, if is time that revolutions 
arose. It is admitted that AGUERO’s insur- 
rection assumed formidable proportions 
before the Government undertook to put 
it down, and it is not even pretended that 
it has yet been suppressed. We shall hear 
of AGUERO’s successes, it is to be borne in 
mind, only when the Government is un- 
able to suppress tidings of them. 


Nobody seems to hare been to blame for 
the accident to the ferry-boat Hoboken yester- 
day. A vessel presenting so much surface to the 
wind asa large ferry-boat is almost unmanage- 
able when the wind and tide are in the same di- 
rection and both are strong. Whenshe is com- 
pelled to stop her engines to avoid a collision 
she is, of course, absolutely unmanageable. 
In any case, the bigger the boat the 
less manageable she is; anda the increase 
of traffic between this island and its suburbs in- 
volves a progressive increase in the size, or 
else in the number, of ferry-boats, the latter 
alternative being even more dangerous than the 
former. Ferry traffic has been wonderfully free 
from accidents, considering its liability to them; 
but it is evident that the best precaution that 
can be taken is the adoption of some more secure 
method of transit from shore toshore, such as the 
bridge furnishes on one side of the city, and as 
the Hudson River tunnel was projected to furnish 


on the other.

The Saturday Review’s recent comments 
upon the dynamite war in relation to England’s 
former protection of MAzzInr and other con- 
spirators recalls the utterances of the Russian 
press during the Irish disturbances of 1872. One 
of those utterances contained a prophecy which 
is well worth repeating at a time like the pres- 
ent: “England,” said the St. Petersburg News, 
“having so long made herself a storehouse for 
all the political incendiarism of the European 
Continent, will one day learn to her cost that the 
combustib'es which have so often spread terror 
abroad are equally capable of kindling a confla- 
gration at home.” Such a prediction, uttered 
fully ten years before the dynamite body had 
come into existence, is certainly deserving of no- 
tice. But the boast then coupled with it, that 
“neither republican nor socialist ideas find any 
place on Russian soil, and only draw down a 
storm of ridicule upon their authors when they 
do contrive to creep in, without occasioning any 
anxiety to the Government,” is hardly borne out 
by the present state of Russia’s internal politics.

OPERA AT THE ACADEMY. 

The first appearance in New-York of 
Signor Anton, a Spanish tenor whom Mr. 
Mapleson intercepted on his way from the West 
Indies to Europe, proved a not unpleasant inci- 
dent of the closing week of the season at the 
Academy of Music. Signor Anton's début was 
effected last evening in presence of a not very 
numerous but decidedly enthusiastic audience, 
in which the foreign element was preponderant. 
Had not the tendency to grow demonstrative on 
comparatively slight provocation indicated the 
presence of many natives of Southern Eu- 
rope, their attendance would have been 
made manifest to the traveled spec- 
tator by the tramp which marked, 
in the third act, the three beats in the pause dur- 
ing the chorus expressive of the courtiers’ con- 
tempt fot Fernando. A portion of the plaudits 
bestowed upon Signor Anton by his fellow- 
countrymen and Italian admirers was scarcely 


| judicious, but much of it was fairly earned. The 


new-comer is an efficient representative of the 
class of dramatic tenors who delight the dilet- 
tantiof large Italian cities. Heis gifted witha 
powerful voice of good timbre and compass, he 
sings like a performer of experience in the 


melodramatic school of modern Italy, and his 
acting is earnest, vigorous, and expressive, 
alteit somewhat conventional. Had Leonora, 
yesterday, been assigned to a songstress gf equal 
competence the representation would have called 
for almost unqualified praise. Unfortunate- 
ly the vocal weakness of Signora Bianchi 
Fiorio, who portrayed Donizetti’s heorine, 
and her still more conspicuous feebleness 
as an actress, lessened materiall Signor 
Anton’s opportunities of impressing the critical 
portion of his audience. The work which de- 
pended wholly upon his efforts was, however, 
satisfactorily performed.

THE LEGISLATURE AT WORK. 


BOTH HOUSES PASSING BILLS—THE POLICP 
PENSION BILL SIGNED. 

ALBANY, April 21.—The fact that 22 mem 
bers of Assembly have been sent as delegates 
from their respective districts to the convention 
at Utica induced the Assembly to jump one day’s 
proceedings. The adjournment from to-morrow 
night until Thursday morning was opposed 
rather perfunctorily by the Democrats, 
Mr. Rice, of Ontario, taking the opportu- 


nity to make a mock heroic speech in 
denunciation of the proposed interruption 
ot public business. Gen. Husted made 
a neat reply that it would be far petter to sus. 


pend for two days thanrun the risk of leaving 
the Democrats in contro]. The vote was exceed- 
ingly close—51.to 45, In order to carry it, Messrs. 


Howe, House, Hasbrouck, and Erwin, who had 
voted against the adjournment, changed their 
attitude. 

The session-to-night was spent in grinding out 
a batch of unimportant laws. The only stir was 
over the bill allowing children imprisoned in 
the reformatories, houses of refuge, and similar 
corrective institutions to be employed at piece 
work. Against this measure the Democrats 
raised the staple cry. Mr. Howe, Chairman of 
the Prisons Committee, defended the bill with 
vigor. On motion of Gen. Husted, however, -it 
was laid on the table. To follow up the signa- 
ture of the Police Pension bill by the Governor, 
the Assembly to-night took out of its order the 
bill grading the salaries of the firemen of New- 
York, and it was paszed. 

The Senate took up the third reading of bills, 
and the following, among others, were passed: 
Senator Otis’s bill authorizing railroad compa- 
nies terminating their roads in New-York Har- 
borto run ferries not exceeding 10 miles in 
length; Mr. Gibbs’s bill providing for the ex- 
penses of Messrs. Arnoux and O’Gorman in con- 
testing their respective rights to act as Judgeof 
the Superior Court. Mr. Murphy’s bill,authorizing 
the Controller to audit and pay the expenses of 
the New-York City officers for defending them- 
selves against the investigations they have been 
subject to during the present session, was lost 
for want of a constitutional vote, and a motion 
to reconsider Jaid on thetable. Mr. Kiernan’s bill, 
exempting from jury duty Presidents, Cashiers, 
and ‘lellers of banks in New-York and Brooklyn 
was passed. Mr. Robb’s bill, providing for an 
extension and enlargement of the Grand Central 
Station in New-York, passed by a vote of IT to4 
The nays were Messrs. Murphy, Plunkitt. Esty, 
and Van Schaick. Mr. Jacobs's bill, appropriat- 
ing $10,000 to complete the record of the volun- 
teers from this State in the war of the rebellion, 
Was passed. 

Mr. Robb presented a remonstrance from a 
body calling itself the ‘* Real Estate Owners’ and 
Builders’ Association” against the Fifth-avenue 
pavement. It objects to the cost of the work as 
provided in the bill, and ask that the job be 
done by the Commissioner of Public Works 
instead of by a commission. Mr. Campbell 
introduced @ bill changing the name of the 
“Foundling Asylum of the Sisters of Charity” 
to the ““New York Foundling Asylum.” Gov.

LABOR’S QUARRELS WITH CAPITAL 


WANTING BI-MONTHLY PAYMENTS—STRIKES 
GOING ON OR ENDED. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 21.—4 ~ear ago 
the employes of the Bay View Rollin, Mills at- 
tempted to enforce a system of bi-monthly pay- 
ments without success. The company insisted 
upon paying off monthly, as it had always done, 
and carried its point. Now the question is being 
agitated again from another quarter, with a fair 
prospect that the agitation may become general 
The nail-makers, referring to the practice in ail 


nail manufactories at other points in the United 
States, except Chicago and Milwaukee, are 
talking of enforcing bi-monthly payments here. 
It is alleged that they will soon make a demand 
and start a strike if compliance is. refused. The 
number of nailersand teeders employed at Bay 
View is not very iarge, but a concession to them _ 
implies concession to all of the rolling mill em- 

loyes, who feel that they ought not to have 
seen thwarted in their movement to secure bi- 
monthly payments last season. Thus, a strike 
begun by the nailers promises to extend to every 
department of the extensive Bay View mills and 
a lively time may be anticipated. ‘T'he scale 
convention to fix prices for the ensuing year 
meets at Pittsburg April 24, and a delegation has 
left Milwaukee to be in attendance. Various 
ditferences now existing between manufacturers 
and their men are to besettled at this meeting, 
besides arranging next year’s scale forall iron- 
workers in the United States. It is believed that 
a satisfactory scale cannot be decided upon and 
that a strike will take place about the same time 
as last year. Four thousand men are employea 
at the Bay View Mills. 


NeEw-BEpDForD, Mass., April 21.—The Po- 
tomska Mill strike remains the same as last re- 
ported. A few weavers are not at work for want 
of filling. The mule spinners say that, as the 
agent would not listen to them,they will stay out 
until they are seat for. They are ready to talk 
with him when he wants to. The carding-ma- 
chines are al! running, and as there is now a large 
stock of roving on hand the adjustment. of the 
question whether tallow or oil shall be used asa 
lubricator on the English mules in Mill No. 1 
would settle the whole difficulty. ; 

A part of the machinery in the Acushnet Mill 
has been stopped by an accident to the engine, 
but will be running full to-morrow. 


FALL River, Mass., April21.—The twelfth 
week of the strike opens without any apparent 
change in the situation. Ail the corporations 
are running more machinery than is stated by 
the reports sent out by the strikers. The Cres- 
cent Mill, the last to start of the mills affected 
by the strike, is running a few mules and over 
200 looms. Some of the * knobsticks” have been 
induced to leave the mills, but their places have 
been filled. The fight is a persistent one on both 
sides. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Thirty of the 
hands formerly employed at John Mundell & 
Co.’s shoe factory, at Thirteenth and Cherry 
streets, resumed work to-day. They go back aé 
the old scale of wages.

RESULT OF CLEMENCY. 


THE GEORGIA GCVERNOR CRITICISED AND 
ANOTHER MAN INVITES A DUEL. 

ATLANTA, Ga., April 21.—The difficulty of 
pleasing everybody was never better illustrated 
than in the case of Gov. McDaniel, about whose 
ears there is now a din of censure, which may re- 
sult in his defeat for another term in the Guber- 
natorial chair. In the first days of the present 
month he commuted the sentence of two ne- 
groes who were under sentence of death. The 
first of these, Enoch Freeman, had been con- 


victed without the advantages of a good de- 
tense. ‘The second one, John Thomas, had killed 
Lindsay Weaver, and before the day of execution 
arrived evidence was placed before the Governor 
that Weaver hud been for vears intimate with 
the wife of Thomas, whereupon the Executive 
clemency was exercised, the Governor putting 
on record that he could not allow a man to be 
hanged who had killed the despoiler of his do- 
mestic peace. ; 

The case of Tobe Turner, a white man with 
wide family connections, came next, but in spite 
of all appeals and the threats of prominent poli- 
tic ans the Governor decided to Jet the law take 
its course. On the morning of the execution the 
Governor received a telegram from Newnan, 
signed with the names of half a dozen prominent 
citizens, which called on him to “give 
Tobe Turner a negro’s’ chance.” The 
feeling ran high that 2a white man 
should have been compciled to pay the penalty 
ot the law. Principal Keeper of the Penitentiary 
Nelms also came in fora share of censure. Mr. 
Johnson, editor of the Palmetto Biade, accused 
the principal keeper of interesting himself to 
save negroes’ necks. whereupon Nelms replies: 
“If the editor intends to say that I even knew 
such evidence:would be presented to the Govern- 
or in the Thomas case, he lies and he knows it.” 
Mr. Neims concludes by stating significantly that 
*“ Mr. Jounson know; my address,” leaving it to 
be inferred that the chief constable of Georgia 
stands ready to receive a chailenge to a duel. 
The outcome of this intimation is waited with 
interest.

ROUTED IN MARYLAND. 

MR. CRESWELL AND THE OFFICE-HOLDERS 

ABLE TO SECURE ONLY A BEGGARLY 


ARRAY OF DELEGATES. 

BALtrMorE, April 21.— Every county 
ahich held Republican primaries on Saturday 
had been heard from this evening, and the result 
has utterly demoralized the office-holding ele- 
ment, which, headed by Mr. Creswell, has been 
booming Arthur. The combined machinery of 
the Custom-house and Internal Revenue Office, 
nuder the management of Creswell and Col- 
lector Webster, has signally failed. The 
ex-Postmaster-General was beaten in _ his 
own county — Cecil — just two to one. 
Collector Seliman, who has always carried Anne 
Arundel, his home county, has lost it, and the 
convention there, as in Cecil, wil! to-morrow de- 
clare for Blaine. Baltimoreand Carroll Counties, 
both in Creswell’s Congressional district, upon 
which ‘he relied for support to send him to Chi- 
cago either as district delegate or at large, and 
which were considered to be Arthur strongholds, 
held their conventions to-day. Not a Creswell 
man has secured a vote in cither convention, and 
both conventions passed resolutions indorsing 


Blaine. 

Out of the wreck of Saturday the Arthur men 
can count only two counties for them—Caroline 
and Garrett, and the latter is doubtful. A des- 
perate fight in Calvert, which was heard from 
to-night. has resulted in an anti-Arthur delega- 
tion being assured to both State and € ongress- 
ional District Conventions. In the First Con- 
gressional District, composed of eight counties, 
the Arthur men have only two counties, Caroline 
and Queen Anne, but the latter in doubt. In 
the Second they have only one, Harford, and 
there the result was accomplished by decep- 
tion, the people being in favor of Blaine. 
The Third and Fourth Districts comprise 
Baltimore City, and the primaries will be held in 
them Thursday. Inthe Fifth District an un- 
pledged and anti-Arthur delegation will go to 
Chicago, and the same thing will be done in the 
Sixth. Mr. Creswell’s only sone for recogni- 
tion, therefore, will be to carry both the Balti- 
more city districts.

PLANS OF SHERMAN’S FRIENDS. 
PREPARING FOR THE STATE CONVENTION IN 
OBIO. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, April 21.—A few ar- 
tivals to the coming State Republican Conven- 
tion have been recorded to-night, but little can 
be said about the outlook beyond what has al- 
ready been given. Several of Senator Sherman’s 
tried political veterans are already on hand, and 
their talk and position show that he is by no 
means out of the field. It is said on good au- 
thority that Sherman is playing a shrewd game. 
He has no show at Chicago so long as Blaine is in 
the field, as Ohio is beyond doubt a Blaine State. 
Instead of making a fight against Biaine, as 
was done four years ago, the Sherman managers 
bave allowed the election of Blaine delegates, 
but have taken pains to make sure that as many 
as possible were men who held Sherman as a sec- 
ond choice. Ju case Blaine does not go through 
with a rush,and his chances are gone, Ohio is 
then expected toswing around to Sherman and 
vive him a start that will set the ball rolling in 
other quarters.

The indications are that every one 
of the 28 delegates of Massachusetts will vote 
for George F. Edmunds while there is a pros- 
pect of his nomination, though several of ihem 
may develop a kindly fecling toward President 
Arthur. The Blaine movement has developed with 


considerable rapidity within a week or two, and 
in some districts is making some noise, but no- 
where is there any probabi + f thatany out and 
out Blaine delegates will be chosen and 
there is onl a possibility that any will 
be for Blaine for second choice. 
The Edmunds sentiment has been so strong 
throughout the State since Presidential prefer- 
ences began to be talked about, that the most 
cautious politicians, whatever their private 
»references, have been declaring very Joud- 
y that they were for Edmunds. Two or 
three of these doubtful Edmunds men 
may be chosen on the State's delegation 
to Chicago, but the probability is that the same 
ublic opinion whicn led them to pronounce for 
Bamanas in Massechusetts will keep its power 
over them at Chicago, and that they will not 
dare break away from the majority of their col- 
leagues. 

As the choice of delegates comes to be decided 
upon by the local politicians there is an unfor- 
tunate tendency to leave off the more able and 
widely known men, whose names came naturally 
to the people’s lips a month ago, and sub- 
stitute 1:ocal workers or others, who think it 
will be a fine thing to go on a jaunt 
to Chicago. Itisnot that theable men are ig- 
nored, but many of them are so busy with other 
matters that they cannot devote the time which 
will necessarily be required by the Chicago Con- 
vention. The delegation at large, however, 
will probably be a strong one. The Hon. 
W. W. Crapo, of New-Bedford, and Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Chairman of the State Committee 
which defeated Butler, are nearly certain to be 
elected. There is a strong movement, also, in 
favor of Gen. Francis A. Walker, but against 
him are some of the working politicians, who 
complain that he is not a stanch enough 
party man. Senator Hoar is not unlikely 
to be one of the delegates at large, and Congress- 
man Long, who is to preside at the State Conven- 
tion, is also again talked about for a place in the 
delegation at Jarge. Several of the men of local 
prominence only who may secure positions in 
the district delegations, it is only fair to say, 
are active workers, and may prove as efficient at 
Chicago as more eminent men.

MAHONE’S HOPES AND PLANS. 

Ricumonp, Va., April 21.—Senator Ma- 
hone and other prominent coalition leaders ar- 
rived in this city to-night and held a conference 
to cut out the work for the State Convention of 
their party, which meets here Wednesday at 
noon. It is claimed by Mahone that that body 
will be largely attended and that harmony will 


characterize its deliberations. Senator Riddle- 
berger and Congressman John 8. Wise were 
detained in Washington by Congressfonal 
duties and wiil not arrive till to-morrow. 
Mahone’s people claim to be in excellent spirits. 
A few of them express confidence in the nomi- 
nation of Mr. Arthur by the Chicago Conven- 
tion. It seems to be conceded at present, how- 
ever, that Mahone’s convention will not instruct 
the delegates sent by them to the Chicago Re- 
publican Convention. Mr. Blaine will have some 
triends in the Coalition Convention, but an effort 
will probably be made to stifle their voice if they 
endeavor to advocate the claims of their favorite. 

Among the prominent delegates who are out- 
snoken for Blaine is Representative Hooper, of 
the Petersburg district. He is a strong advocate 
of the nomination of that gentleman. There are 
others here almost equally so. Before the ad- 
journment of the convention it is very probable 
that the “plumed knight” will develop more 
strength among the members than is expect- 
ed. The convention will meet in the the- 
atre. Senator Mahone, as Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Coalition Party, 
will call the convention to order. The straight- 
out Republicans have secured the building ad- 
joining that in which the Coalition Convention 
meets. This is to be used for a conference-room 
for their friends and Coalition delegates favor- 
able to Mr. Blaine. It is predicted by some that 
in case Mahone attempts to stifle the voice of 
the friends of that gentleman in his convention 
they may go out in something lke a body to 
rooms referred to. At aresent this does not see 
to be very probable. Mr. Blaine’s friends, how- 
ever, intend to be heard in Mahone’s convention, 
and will not submit to any chicanery. 


TILDEN AGAIN DECLINES. 
ALBANY, April 21.—As almost every day 
brings contradictory reports with regard to Sam- 
ue! J. Tilden’s declarations, or intentions, touch- 
ing the Presidential nomination, it may be in or- 
der to give the latest report that has arrived at 


the State capital, which, like those that em- 
anate from other points of the compass, is 
vouched for as being authentic, authorita- 
tive, and to be implicitly relied on. It 
is this: A party of ——. Democrats and 
friends of Mw ‘Tilden, who left Greystone to- 
day, say that under no circumstances will he be 
a candidate for the Presidency, and under no cir- 
cumstances will he accept if nominated. They 
regard this, his last refusal, as final, and say that 
the field is now left, so far as Democratic candi- 
dates from this State are concerned, to Flower 
and Cleveland.

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YALE PROFESSORS AT ODDS. 
CHARGES OF PROFS. NEWTON AND LOOMIS 
AGAINST DR. WALDO. 

New-Haven, Conn., April 21.—Profs. 
Elias Loomis and Hubert A, Newton, of the Win- 
chesterObservatory at Yale College,have resigned 
as Directors, owing ta differences with Dr. 
Leonard Waldo, the head of the Horological and 
Thermometrical Bureau. Dr. Waldo came here 
from the Cambridge Observatory. The imme- 
diate cause of the present trouble, accord- 
ing to the Managers of the observatory, 
has been Dr. Waldo’s effort to assume 


full charge of the observatory aid to extend his 
functions beyond their just scope. It is asserted 
that he has regarded his own place as superior to 
that of Prof. Newton, the Director; that on 
occasions he has not hesitated to complain 
that his labors have been hampered by the 
observatory managers, He has dropped his 
title as merety head of the. bureau, and 
has on the title-page of his annual report mis- 
styled himself “the astronomer” of the Win- 
chester Observatory. In the observatory itself 
he has taken more room for his work than was 
just, and impaired the convenience of the build- 
ing for more regular astronomical investigation. 
inally comes a more serious assertion. 
Members of the Board of Managers say 
that Dr. Waldo, in pursuance of his 
plan of obtaining more control of the 
Observatory, complained recently of_ its 
management to the corporation of the college. 
In deference to his complaint a committee 
of the corporation, consisting of Frederick J. 
Kingsbury, of Waterbury, and Mason Young, of 
New-York, both members of the corporation, 
were appointed ‘a committee to investigate 
the finances of the observatory. and 
the alleged defects in its orfanization 
and management. Thtt committee began 
to work some weeks ago. Complaint is made 
that it pursued its investigations in an ar- 
bitrary and one-sided spirit. Suddenly, to 
the amazement of the managers, the 
committee, through its Chairman, Mr. Young, 
reported a plan for the complete reorganization 
of the observatory. The new organization 
rovided for the entire abolition of the 
ard of Managers, gave Dr. Waldo 
new and_ enla powers, and though 
retaining Prof. Newton as Director, largely 
limited his functions and authority. This re- 
ort was accepted by the prudential commit- 
of the corporation, which includes almost 
one-half of that body, whereupon Prof. Newton 
promptly resigned an act which has just been 
followed by the resignation of Prof. Loomis. 

It is understood also that the other members 
of the Observatory Board of Managers 
disapprove strongly of the proposed reor- 
ganization and that other resignations may 
soon follow. Members of the Observatory 
Board of Managers and also of the Faculty 
criticise severely the course of Mr. Mason Young 
in the whole affair. They allege that his plan of 
reorganization was ‘tapcnewne not only without 
consultation with the managers, but with the 
faise implication that they had been given an op- 
portunity to be heard on thesnbject, also that his 
plan, as drawn up, bears internal evidence that 
its provisions were either worded by Dr. Waldo 
himself or were suggested by him to Mr. Young.

JEALOUS OF HIS DIVORCED WIFE.

ACCIDENT TO THE SARATOGA. 
SWEPT DOWN THE STREAM WITH HER 
PASSENGERS AND DAMAGED. 

Troy, N. Y., April 21—At 7:45 o’clock 
this evening the steam-boat Saratoga left 
her dock, at the foot of Broadway, and 
in turning was assisted by the tug-boat 
Charles 8. Many, of Albany. The tide and wind 
were both in such condition that the tug proved 
too weak tc hold the steam-boat and she 


veered around at a rapid speed. The boat 
went rapidly down the stream and 
struck the west abutment of the Con- 

ress-street bridge with great force. 
The Captain, T. D. Abrams, ordered the fires 
drawn at once,and the boat was brought toa 
stop at a point opposite Ray’s Mills 
The passengers, many of whom had retired, 
were greatly excited, running hither and 
thither putting on life-preservers. The hissing 
noise of the escaping steam made the excitement 
greater. The passengers were son quieted by the 
officers, who assured them that nothing 
serious would result. The news _ spread 
rapidio, and _ several ag mrs 2 reports, one 
of which was that the boat had sunk and 
all on board were lost, were circulated. Hun- 
dreds of people lined the docks. The boat was 
towed to the dock of the Troy and Boston Com- 
pany by the tugs Mary and Vail, where she was 
made fast and an examination made. It was 
found that the hull was uninjured, but the 
joiner work, flooring, and timbers for a 
space of feet on the starboard side 
were torn away. The starboard boiler was 
moved six or moreinches. The débris was cleaned 
away as fast as possible, hoping that the jour- 
ney could be continued, but it was found 
that the boiler was insecure and the contemplat- 
ed journey without assistance was abandoned. 
Many of the passengers took the cars for New- 
York, their tickets being redeemed on the boat. 

The boat was guided at the wheel by the regu- 
lar wheelmen, James A. Mills, C. C. Whitta- 
ker, and W. W. Whittaker. Those high in author- 
ity attach no blame, however, to the wheelmen 
bnt say that the accident was purely the 
result of the inability of the tug to 
hold them and the adverse wind and tide, 
The boat will probably have to lay up a week 
or more for repairs. Capt. Horton and Capt. 
Abrams, of the boat, went at 10 o'clock 
to Albany to find tugs to tow the disabled craft 
to New-York, but at latest advices could obtain 
none whose owners would risk the trip before 
daylight. Upon ego | this many of the pas- 
— left the boat and went to hotels for the 
night. 

Dr. Lloyd of New York, formerly of this city, 
Was & passenger on the boat. e says: I was 
id the closet on the main deck. One of the 
colored es was aiso in there; suddenly 
therewas a heavy jar, and I asked him what was 
the matter. He _ replied, *“ Nothing.” When 
we attempted to leave the place,|we could not 
open the door. The freight had shifted 
against it. I noticed that the boat was all 
on herside,and [ thought we were sinking. 
The colored man suggested climbing out of 
the window; we tried to do this, 
but found iron bars across the same. 
We had to get out some way; it would not do to 
stay inside, so we tore an old door from the fast- 
enings and jammed the bars off and climbed 
out. Reaching the deck I found the same 
filled with escaping steam. I have had strange 
luck in accidents and two railroad affairs. On 
Oct. 1, 0n the West Shore Railroad, I had three 
ribs broken. I will leave for New-York on the 


train to-night.

OBITUARY. 


Dr. Lyon Berhard, one of the oldest den- 
tists in this city, died at his residence, No. 300

WALL-STREET STORY. 

DID NOT SELL HIS UNION PACIFIC 
HOLDINGS BECAUSE OF FAILURE TO 
INTRODUCE THE WAGNER CARS. 

It was reported in Wall-street yesterday 
that William H. Vanderbilt had closed out his 
nterests in Union Pacific by the sale of $1,000,000 
of Oregon Short Line bonds toa syndicate of 
bankers at 90. It has been asserted for a long 
time that Mr. Vanderbilt’s only object in buying 
an interest in Union Pacific was to endeavor to 
substitute the Wagner drawing-room and sleep- 
ing cars for the Pullman, which are now in use 
on the road and its branches, and it was said 
yesterday that he had disposed of his interests 
because of his failure to carry out his plans in 
this respect. The Oregon Short Line bonds have 
now fallen to 86,in sympathy with Union Pacific, 


and the general sentiment in the Street was that 
Mr. Vanderbilt had made a good bargain with 
the syndicate. ? 

Mr. Vanderbilt was very indignant when a 
TIMEs reporter*repeated these stories to him last 
evening. * It is utterly false,” he said, ‘‘that I have 
ever tried to injure the Pullman Car Company or 
to rob it of its business. My holdings in Union 
Pacific were not purchased for any such_pur- 
pose. They were bougitt for investment. These 
stories about my trying to control railroads for 
the sake of putting Wagner cars on the line 
have all been false from the beginning, and the 
men who started and circulated them knew them 
to be untrue.”

CREDIT MOBILIER IN COURT. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Oliver Ames, 
of Massachusetts, to-day filed in the United 
States Circuit Court his answer to the petition of 
the Union Pacific Railway Company asking for 
his removal from the Receivership of the Crédit 
Mobilier. The railway company succeeded to 
the franchises of the Union Pacific Railroad and 
got a judgment against the Crédit Mobilier in 


New-York for $1,299,365. The petitioners allege 
that Ames had done nant owes winding up 
the affairs of the Crédit Mobilier, which is 
alleged to be insolvent. Ames has taken pro- 
ceedings to have the New-York judgment 
opened, and at the same time is pressing a suit 
pending in Boston by the Crédit Mobilier against 
the Union Pacific ilroad Company to recover 
on a promissory note for $2,000,000, given by the 
Jatter in settling an account. He declares that 
it is the intention of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company to use the New-York judemert asa 
set-off in the Massachusetts suit. That judgment, 
he says, was obtained by fraud. 

Ames, in speaking of the judgment obtained in 
New-York, says, upon information and _ belief, 
that “a majority of the stock of the Crédit Mo- 
bilier of America isand was at the time of his 
appointment as Receiver of the company owned 
by the petitioner or held by the persons acting in 
his behalf and in its interest; that the officers of the 
Crédit Mobilier, including its President and Di- 
rectors,“were all chosen or appointed by the pe- 
titioner; that all its books and papers and prop- 
erty of every nature are in the possession of the 

etitioner, or of its servants or agents, and that 

ts President, upon whom the summons in the 
suit in New-York was served, was and is a Direc- 
tor of the petitioner. and he avers that 
the judgment was obtained by collusion be- 
tween the petitioner and its officers, whom it 
had appointed officers of the Crédit Mobilier.” 
He denies upon information and belief that the 
amount of money for which judgment was re- 
covered is justly due from the Crédit Mobilier to 
the petitioner. 

Mr. Ames denies that the Crédit Mobilfer is in- 
soivent, and declares that when it shall have re- 
covered its claim from the Union Pacific Rail- 
road Company it will have more than enough to 
pay its debts. Hesays thatthe appointment of 
a citizen of Pennsylvania as Receiver would 
be inconvenient, as he could not conveniently 
attend to the prosecution of the litigation 
in Massachusetts that must for a time form one 
of the most important duties of the Receiver. 
He asks that. the court restrain the petitioner 
from interfering with him, and orderit to deliver 
up to him the books and papers in relation tothe 
Crédit Mobilier, all of which heavers are in its

TRYING TO BREAK A LEASE. 

Boston, Mass., April 21.—In the United 
States Circuit Court to-day Francis W. Hill, Dan- 
iel E. Marston, 8. H. Chandler & Co.. of Portland, 
and James P. and W. H. Baxter, stockholders of 
the Maine Central Railroad, on behalf of them- 
selves and other stockholders of the road, filed a 
bill in equity against the Maine Central, the 
Eastern, and the Boston and Maine Railroads to 


enjoin the execution of the lease of the Eastern 
to the Boston and Maine, and an order of 
notice was issued returnable in May. The 
bill alleges that on Jan. 1, 1875, a con- 
tract was made between the Eastern and 
Maine Central’ for an_ indefinite period, 
by which there was to be a through traffic 
of freight and passenger trains between Boston 
and Bangor over the two roads, which was of 
reat benefit to the Maine Central Road; that 
he stock of the Maine Central, some $9,000,000, 
will be rendered worthless by the execution of 
said lease; that the Boston and Maine Road, if 
the lease is carried out, will unjustly discrimi- 
nate against the Maine Central Road, ana that 
the Directors of the Maine Central Road have 
tailed to grant the plaintiffs the rights to which 
they are entitled as stockholders, 

The bill further alleges that the Directors have 
illegally pursued acourse in the name of the 
Maine Central Road in the matter in violation of 
the plaintiff's rights and interests. 


APES SASS 
PURCHASING THE BLAIR ROADS. 
The stockholders of the Chicago and 

North-west Railway Company will be asked to 

vote on June 26 on the proposition to buy out- 

right the Blair roads and tributaries, which are 
now only leased. These lines consist of the 

Chicago, Iowa and Nebraska, Cedar Rapids and 


Missouri River, and the Maple River Roads. The 
aggregate mileage is 487. The aggregate bonded 
indebtedness of the roads named is about $5,000,- 
000, which it is proposed that the North-west 
shallassume. The rentals paid for these roads 
last year amounted to $1,558,753 25. The pro- 
osed agreement provides that the Chicago and 
North-western shall assume the bonded indebt- 
edness of the leased roads, and shall purchase 
their stocks, paying therefor in the common 
stock of the Chicago and North-western Railway 
Company, amounting to 147,675 shares. The an- 
nual charge upon the bonds and stock so as- 
sumed and issued (the stock at 7 per cent.) would, 
it is said, amount to $1,389,082, or $169,671 25 less 
than the rental paid last year.

ROOSEVELT WARNED 


TESTIMONY BEFORE THE ASSEM- 
BLY COMMITTEE. 

Bik. SIMMONS STANDS ON HIS RIGHTS AS A 
CITIZEN AND REFUSES TO ANSWER QUES- 
TIONS—DETECTIVES WHO TOOK MONEY. 

When the Roosevelt committee resumed 
its investigation of the Police Department yes- 
terday morning, John E. Simmons, who was 
formerly. known as the reputed backer of a great 
number of policy shops in this city, was recalied. 

As he took the witness stand ex-Judge George M. 

Curtis arose and announced himself as counsel 

for Mr. Simmons. “ Before theexamination pro- 

weeds.” said Judge Curtis, “I desire to submit a 


reuminary question to the committee. I un- 
Eootand that it issought to show by the testi- 
mony of Mr. Simmons that he was at one time a 
lottery-dealer in this city, and that he acted in 
eoliusion with the police. I need hardly say to 
this cominittee that this witness cannot be com- 
pelled to answer questions tending to show 
these things, because by a constitutional 
provision he is not bound to criminate 
or degrade himself. I have, therefore, instructed 
him, with all due respect to the committee, not 
to answer questions that tend to establish the 
fact that he has: violated the lawin being a 
lottery-dealer, but I desire to say for him that at 
no time has he ever paid one cent to the police 
authorities for any purpose whatever. I only 
wish to add that this committee is not so con- 
stituted by law as to protect its witnesses, or 
even to promise them any immunity from pun- 
ishmentin case their testimony tends to crimi- 
nate them.” 

Mr. Miller, counsel to the committee, showed 
Mr. Simmons one of the policy books captured in 
the Pinkerton raid and asked him if he had ever 
seen it before. Hesaid that he thought he had 
never seen it, and he did not know in whose hand- 
writing the entries were made. 

* Jn 1882, between the months of April and 
August,” asked Mr. Miller, ** were you yourself 
backing certain policy offices in this city 7” 

“TI advise you not to answer,” interrupted 
Judge Curtis, ““as the answer might tend to 
criminate you.” 

Mr.-Simmons—I decline to answer. 

Mr. Roosevelt—It is my duty to’ point out to 
you the course which the committee may feel 
obliged to take in case you persist in refusing 
information. If you decline to answer, Fou can 
be held in contempt, and brought before the 
bar of the Assembly for punishment, and if nec- 
essary the House, instead of adjourning when its 
business is done, can take a recess until Dec. 31, 
and hold you in confinement until that time. 

Judge Curtis—We shall have to take the 
chances of that. I wish to suggest to the com- 
mittee that we do not stand within the pale of 
the rule that governed the McDonald case before 
the Senate. He did not hold the same position 
that we do onaconstitutional right to decline 
to criminate ourselves. There is no precedent in 
any parliamentary body for attempting to abro- 
gate that right. | have consulted many eminent 
lawyers on the subject, and they all agree with 
me that a witness is not in contempt when he 
throws himself on his nghts as a citizen. 

Mr. Roosevelt—There ‘is a ‘section in the new 
Code which provides very explicitly that a wit- 
ness shall be protected in just such cases as these, | 
and shall not be indicted on testimony given be- 
fore an investigating committee. It is true that 
there has been no judicial decision on this sec- 
tion, and I think this might bea very good case 
upon which to secure such a decision. If the 
section of the Code has any force whatever, then 
the witness is in contempt. and can be held ac- 
countabie to the Assembly; if it means noth- 
ing, then the Legislature has tried to pass a law 
to protect witnesses before an investigating 
committee and failed. 

Judge Curtis—The Government can make no 
contract with crime. We are prepared to test the 

uestion, if the committee sees fit to bring us be- 
fore the House. 

The witness during this discussion ‘sat calmly 
gazing across the table into space, apparently in- j 
different to the result. Mr. Miller asked him a 
large number of sample§questions for the pur- 
pose of placing his refusal to give information 
fully upon the record, and he declined to answer 
all of them which bore in any degree upon his 
connection with the lottery business. Among 
the questions thus put were the following: * Did 
you not have a desk in the head-quarters of the 

ottery business in 18827" “ Do you know the 
names ot any of the writersin any of the offices 
backed by you between 1880 and 18827” “ Did the 
persons in the different offices backed by you to 
whom on your books certain aliowances were 
made for * Pol’ or ‘ P. F.,’ steal that money and 
appropriate it to their own use?” “Did you 
back the offices at No. 87 Fourth-avenue, No. 25 
Ann-strect, and No. 44 West Thirtieth-street, in 
1882?" ** Do the entries in these books under the 
headings * Pol,’* P.. and*P. F.’ refer to money 
allowed to your writers to be paid to the police ?” 

* Oh, don’t keep harping on that one thing all 
the time,” interrupted Judge Russell. 

* 1] shall keep harping on it till I get the whole 
truth,” Mr. Miller responded, somewhat warmly. 
* I’ve got the proof, Judge, and if I can’t draw | 
it from this witness 1 shall from others.” 
Then turning to Mr. Simmons, he asked, * Did 
you, in the office of Cullen & Wingate, just after 
the raid by Pinkerton, state in the presence of 
August rank or Mr. Bernstein, that it made no 
difference whether the District Attorney or Mr. 
Pinkerton had these books, because unless a per- 
s0n knew the inside of them he could make 
nothing out of them, but that toa man who did 
understand them it would be very. easy to find 
out to whom these payments were made ?” 

* I decline to answer,” said the witness calmly. 

Mr. Roosevelt announced that in the absence 
of Messrs. O'Neill, Erwin, and Welch, the com- 
mittee would not decide upon what action to 
take in regard to Mr. Simmons, and he was 
allowed to go for the present. Luthy, Simmons’s 
former rival in the lottery business, then took 
the stand, and produced the letter sent him by 
Upington asking for an interview in 1882. Turn- 
ing to Mr. Roosevelt, he exclaimed, ** I think this 
whole thing is only a po.itical ye. You had 
better look out, Mr. Roosevelt! You may want 
to run for an office some time. Iranthe District 
Attorney’s office fora time—” 

** When was that ?” Mr. Miller broke in. 

“It was when McKeon was District Attorney. 
Iran his office to get square with Simmons, and 
I got square with him. Now, about this man 
Comstock—” 

“Mr. Luthy,” interrupted Mr. Roosevelt, 
“you were only called to produce this letter, and 
the committee will excuse you now.” Luthy 
Was about to proceed in spite of this hint, when 
the smile vanished from the Chairman’s face, and 
he said sternly: *‘ You are no longerin the wit- 
ness chair,and you can go.” lLuthy took his 
coat on his arm, bowed to the committee and the 
crowd, and passed out. 

John 8. Hilliker was the last witness called. 
He testified that in 1882 he was in the hotel busi- 
ness at Eighty-ninth-street and Fifth-avenuc. 
He was acquainted with Jobn Farrell and John 
Ross, who were detectives in the Twenty-third 
Precinct, where his hotel was situated, and of 
which Capt. Robbins had charge. In 1880, the 
witness said, Nicholas Duffy, who worked in Cen- 
trai Park, informed him that Detective Farrell 
was watching his hotel. He went out one even- 
ing and found Farrell and Ross watwhing, and on 
asking them why they were there they told him 
that he was selling liquor without a license. “I 
admitted that ‘this charge was true,” said 
Mr. :Hilliker, “and told them that I was 
going to take out a license in May.” Mr. 

filler produced a paper signed by the witness, 
and asked himif the statements contained in it 
were correct. He said that he was not going 
to swear to them, because he might have made 
mistakes. He presented a copy of his cash-book, 
which showed that from October, 1880, to March, 
1882, he paid Ofticers Farrell and Ross $20 a 
month, or a total of $360. He gave it to them, 
he said, to prevent them making trouble about 
his selling liquor without a license. “I told 
them,” said the witness, ** that I could not afford 
to pay them so much, but they said they could 
not take any less, as they had to divide what they 
received with their Captain.” In March, 1882, 
Mr. Hilliker said he found that he could not 
afford to pay these monthly demands, and he 
s0ld out his hotel at auction. 

On _ cross-examination by ex-Judge Russe 
Mr. Hilliker said he took out a license in March, 
1881, but continued to pay $20 a month for an- 
other year to Farrell and Ross. They told him 
that if he did not continue the payments they 
would break his business up, and he paid them 
as long as he was able and then sold out at auc- 
tion. His house, which was known as “ Uncle 
John’s Hotel,” was for transient custom only, 
and he did not know that it was any worse than 
other hotels. 

At the conclusion of this testimony Mr. Roose- 
velt adjourned the investigation, to be resumed 
at the call of the Chair, after the committee has 
completed its work in relation to the charges 
against Sheriff Davidson, which are to be heard 
before the Governor on an application for the 
Sheriff's removal. The committee will probably 
not meet again until next week, and possibly not 
until a later date. 

Capt. Robbins is now in command of the Thir- 
ty-fourth Precinct, in Tremont. * I remember 
* Uncle John’s Hote! \at'Fifth-avenue and Eighty- 
ninth-street, very well,” he said yesterday.” I 
had no acquaintance with John 8S. Hilliker, the 

roprietor. One day a man complained at the 

tighty-eighth-street station, where I was sta- 
tioned at that time, that he had been robbed of 
some money and beaten in Uncle John’s 
Hotel. That gave me an opportunity to 
close up the house.. Complaints had been made 
against it before, but they were only general, 
nothing specific. I arrested Hilliker, and took 
him before Justice Wandell. The complainant 
refused to press the charge, and the Justice had 
to discharge Hilliker. can't answer for my 
officers, of course, but I never knew them to ex- 
tort money, and I’m sureI did not getany. I 
kept so close a surveillance on Uncle John’s Ho- 
tel, however, that Hilliker grew weary and left 
the precinct.” 

Detectives Farrell and Ross are attached to the 
Twelltth Precinct, in Harlem. Ross continues to 
perform detective work, but Farrell is a patrol- 
man. They corroborated Capt. Robbins’s state- 
ments in regard to Hilliker’sarrest and discharge. 
Ross said that he was assigned to detective duty 
in the Twenty-third Precinct in 1879. One of his 
first duties was to try to break up Hilliker’s 
place, which was a resort for vicious persons 
of both sexes. After Hiiliker’s arrest and dis- 
charge “‘he was extremely wary, and we could 
not get ho!d of a specific charge against him, al- 
though we knew his place was a bad one.” Ac- 
eordingiy Varrell and Ross, the latter said, 
adopted the system of warning persons against 
the place, and pursued that course until Hilliker 

id out. * J never received a dollar from Hilli- 

er, and never saw him but twice,” said De- 
tective Koss. Officer Farrell also denied ever 
baving received “money or any other favors, 
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EFFORTS TO SAVE SHEILS.

POLITICIANS ANXIOUS TO KEEP THE ALDER- 
MAN’S CASE OUT OF COURT. 
Politicians of high and low degree as- 
sembled in the Jefferson Market Police Court 
yesterday afternoon to assist at the examination 
in the complaint of assault preferred against 
Alderman * Tommy” Sheils by Eugene Caliahan, 
door-keeper at the Theatre Comique. Among 
those who were present and who appeared to be 
much interested in the case on behalf of the de- 
fendant were Police Justice White, President 
Kirk, of the Board of Aldermen; ex-Alderman 


Smith, ex-Assemblyman Roche, and Coroner 
Kennedy. Mr. Callahan and Patrolman Sullivan, 
who arrested the Alderman, were in attendance, 
as ae also a number of witnesses for the prose- 
cution, 

The examination had been set down for 2 
o'clock in the afternoon, but at that hour neither 
the defendant nor his counsel were in court. 
Justice-Gorman waited half an hour, and then 
said that he had received a message stating that 
Mr. Sheils was engaged at a session of the rd 
of Aldermen, and would not be able to be present 
until 8 o’clock. Meanwhile Counselor Joseph 
Stiner and Civil Justice J. Henry McCarthy, who 
appeared for the defendant, had a conference 
with Mr. Randolph B. Martine, the counsel rep- 
resenting the complainant, during which en- 
deavors were made to haye the matter compro- 
mised. Mr. Martine said that his client was 
obdurate, and would not listen to any proposal 
to abandon or withdraw the proceedings. 

When the case was called the defendant was 
not in court. His counsel moved to have the ex- 
amination postponed until some day next week, 
basing his motion on the statement that three 
important witnesses were absent. He said that 
two of them were prominent public men who 
were unable to be present owing to business en- 
gagements, while the third witness was on his 
way to St. Louis and could not be recajled in 
time to get here before Sunday evening. Mr. 
Martine a fm an adjournment, saying that 
the case had been once adjourned at the request 
of the defense. Justice Gorman said that he 
would ;not be sitting as a magistrate next 
week, and as the proceedings had been 
commenced before him he did not propose to 
saddle any of his associates with the examina- 
tion. He would therefore set the examination 
down for next Saturday afternoon, when it must 
goon. This ended the proceedings for the day. 

Alderman Sheils was not in court,.but he sat in 
a cab which stood on the Tenth-street side of the 
Court-house. The decision of the magistrate was 
imparted to him there by his counsel. The 
Alderman thereupon stepped out of the cab and 
helda sort of informal levee on the sidewalk. 
His gorgeous raiment attracted the attention 
and excited the admiration of the street gamins. 
He wore a new Prinee Albert coat and light 
trousers and an olive-green Spring overcoat. 
His hands were encased in dark walking gloves, 
and under-his chin was the usual immaculate 
white tie. 

Callahan said yesterday that he had been an- 
noyed by politicians running after and begging 
him to “Jet up” on the Alderman, but he did not 

ropose to “let up” a particle. He also said that 
he had been threatened with personal violence, 
but he was not to be deterred from prosecuting 
the case. 

Some of the Alderman’s friends say that he is 
in a bad fix, asin case he is convicted of assault 
it is held that his position in the Board of Alder- 
men is thereby vacated, and he is disqualified 
from holding the oftice.

JUDGE M’GILL SENTENCES HARRINGTON AND 
DR. PEACOCK, 

When, in the Hudson County Court of 
Sessions yesterday, Judge McGill called upon 
John D. Harrington to stand at the bar for sen- 
tence for his conspiracy with Dr. Rufus W. Pea- 
cock to defraud the American Legion of Honor, 
the Irish Count, as Harrington is called, did not 
respond. It was explained that his counsel, ex- 
Judge Hoffman, had failed, because of a press of 
business, to notify him to be present. Judge 
McGill directed his bondsmen to produce him at 


lv’clock. Dr. Peacock was ledin at that hour, 
and presently Harrington also came in, mopping 
his massive brow and brushing his long locks 
back from his shoulders. 

“Ah, how do you feel, doctor?” he asked, turn- 
ing to his tellow-conspirator. 

“Pretty well,” was the feeble eaapenee. 

“I’m atraid you’re not well mentally,” returned 
Harrington. 

Dr. Peacock only had time to assure his anxious 
friend that he was “all right,”’ when Judge Mc- 
Gill rapped for order. 

“You are both men of superior intelligence,” 
Judge McGill said in pronouncing judgment, 
‘but you have misused it. The sentence of the 
law is that you be confined in the State prison at 
hard labor for two years.” 

Harrington had been boasting to his friends 
that his ** enemies” would not lock him up. His 
counsel, Theodore Rynson, had armed himself 
with a writ of error, which stays the execution 
ot sentence, and he had a friend named Hayes at 
hand ready to give any amount of bail for him. 
The court fixed the bail at $5,000 and refused to 
accept Mr. Hayes alone. A second bondsman 
was not at hand, and in spite of his boast Har- 
rington was remandedto jail. He ran from the 
Court-house to the jail door to escape public ob- 
servation. He says be will furnish a new bonds- 
man to-morrow.

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION ASKED TO RE- 
ADJUST THE SALARIES, 

The Primary Teachers’ Association, com- 
posed of ladies having charge of primary classes 
in the different public schdols, sent a petition to 
the Board of Education last November request- 
ing a readjustment of salaries. The request was 
referred to the Committee on By-laws and Elec- 
tion, and no report has yet been made. In speak- 
ing of the matter yesterday one of the teachers 
said: “* The board has exhausted our patience, 


and we must look elsewhere for redress.” The 
teuchers inthe grammar departments have no 
cause for complaint. Their salaries average 
$883 17 a year. while the teachers in the ge 

e 
latter say they have to pass the .same examina- 
tion, and they can see no reason why the dis- 
crepancy should be so great. 

Alady whom THE TIMeEs’s reporter interviewed 
yesterday has been actively engased for the past 
7 years. She now receives an annual salary of 
$672. This is about $75 less than she received 
eight years ago. Another lady, who has been 
connected with the public schools for the past 
13 years, receives but $49 a month. During her 
career her salary bas been increased but $5 
a month. The salaries are based upon attend- 
ance at the schools, and when the attendance 
decreases so do the salaries. One teacher of 
30 years’ experience by this system was reduced 
$?0 jast year. “ This mode of paying is simply 
ridiculous,” said a spirited young woman. 
** Ladies who hold positions in the public schools 
and depend upon them for a living are not paid 
as well as the average servant girl. They have to 
pay $7a week for board, and when other expenses, 
such as car fare, are deducted from their wages, 
the money left rarely exceeds $12 or $15 a 
month.”

THE INSURGENTS IN CUBA. 
TWO WAYS OF LOOKING AT THE EFFECTS OF 


AGUERO’S LANDING. 


A letter from the managing editor of the 
most important paper published in the West In- 
dies, the Diario dela Marina, of Havana, says: 
“In regard to the situation in this island, it has 
been exaggerated by the statements in Havana 
papers, The crisis we are passing through is of 
consequence rather on account of the effects 
which it momentarily produces than on account 
of any far-reaching result which may possibly 
come about. Itis really of no special importance 
here, nor does the filibustering movement influ- 
ence the regular transaction of business. It‘is 


ho that, in view of the measures taken by the 
Government, affairs will promptly return to a 
normal state of prosperity and progress.” 


Havana, April 17.—The following is a 
trustworthy account of Aguero’s movements 
from the time he landed until he penetrated into 
the rich jurisdictions of Colon and Cienfuegos: 
Soon after landing he took to the dense forests, 
but prior to doing so he obliged the authorities 
of a neighboring settlement to furnish him with 
a substantial breaktast. Until the 6th nothing 
was heard of him. On that day he appeared on 
the plantation Mercedes de Junco, quite 
near the village of Simonar, where there 
is a post of civil guards and volunteers. On 
this plantation he found three negroes in the 
stocks. These and others he liberated, placing in 
the stocks the overseer of the slaves. He then 
proceeded to the plantation Olimpo, whence a 
messenger was dispatched to Cardenas, who re- 
turned with provisions. The march was re- 
sumed and continued tothe plantation Suris, 
where the party seized a large number of horses 
and impressed the overseer asa guide. On the 
8th the whole party was at Manquito, where it 
burned two houses, the head-quarters of the Civil 
Guard, and the station and warehouse of. the 
railroad at that point. 

Several papers severely criticise the inability of 
the authorities to promptly annihilate these in- 
surgents, who are now so formidable. A leading 
journal of this city says: ** The numerous forces 
of the Government have commenced very un- 
ea f their second campaign against this cele- 
brated bandit, for, so far from meeting him face 
to face, he and his party crossed in front of their 
very noses and escaped sound and safe from 
the neighborhood of Cardenas to that of the 
swamps of Zapata, where he now is. It is 
theretore not sufficient that Gen. Castillo should 
send powerful bodies of troops to pursue the in- 
surgents; it is necessary that such troops should 
be commanded by otticers who know what they 
are about.” La Union Constitucrional of Colon 
says: “Already this sadly celebrated bandit and 
his men have taken possession of their old field 
of operations, where. familiar with the territory 
and the inhabitants, they will hold in check large 
bodies of troops, and where their capture will 
be very difficult.”

A RUNAWAY ON THE BRIDGE. 

Considerable excitement was caused on 
the Brooklyn bridge, near the New-York en- 
trance, about 6 o’clock last evening by a run- 
away. Five coaches containing members of the 
Beethoven Bowling Club were returning from 
Greenwood, where they had been to decorate the 
grave of Bernard Zahn, their former Vice-Presi- 
dent, who died a year ago yesterday. Two of 
the carriages crossed by the ferry, but the other 


three went by the bridge. The drivers of the 
latter were evidently in good spirits, and there 
was something of a struggle for the lead. As 
the carriages were nearing t.e exit on this 
side of the bridge the horses attached to one 
of them became frightened and were uncon- 
trollable. This carriage contained the President 
ot the club, Mr. Obmeis, and Charles Bernard. 
The horses in their fright dashed their carriage 
into one of the others which contained ex-Alder- 
man Guntser, Mr. and Mrs. Feurnschnicht, and 
Henry Marker. They were al! thrown out of the 
vehicle, and Mr. Guntser had one of his hands 
severely injured. The driver, who is named 
Cush, was hurt about the head. The others were 
more or less bruised. The two carriages were 
severely battered, but the horses were soon un- 
der control again. The carriages belonged to Mr. 
Connelly, of No. 129 Avenue B. There was a very 
large crowd near the bridge entrance at the time, 
and it soon swelled into a throng which stopped 
all travel for a time.
